Monsanto Chemical Co. to Spend $2,500,000 


in Experimental Project at Oak

First direct step in “the task 
of harnessing atomic energy for 
generation of peacetime elec- 
tricity” is about to be started on 
a broad experimental basis, under 
the direction of a St. Louisan, in 
an extensive enlargement of the 
Oak Ridge (Tenn.) plant of Mon- 
santo Chemical Co. of St. Louis. 

The project chief is Dr. Charles 
Allen omas, vice president and 
technical director of Monsanto, 
head of the company’s Clinton 
Laboratories at Oak Ridge and 
one of the foremost scientists in 
development of the atomic . bomb. 
The Army’s Manhattan Engineer 
District, which still has charge of 
atomic energy matters, disclosed 
plans for the plant yesterday. 

Initial expenditure on the es- 
tablishment, which will be an ex- 
tension of Clinton Laboratories, 
has been set tentatively at $2,500,- 
000. Construction is to be started 


this year, with the intention that 
operation ot the equipment can 
begin late in the year or early 
next year. 

Most significant technical fea- 
ture of the plant will be the fact 
that it will utilize the tremendous 
heat of atomic energy to create 
the motive power for the electrical 
generators. This is in line with 
the general trend of scientific 
thought as to the most feasible 
means of harnessing the force of 
nuclear fission—“atom splitting,” 
in the popular conception—for 
beneficial. purposes, 

“Radioactive fuel will be intro- 
duced into the pile structure 
(basic atomic energy device) un- 
der controlled conditions, and a 
chain reaction will get under way,” 
said a statement issued at Oak 
Ridge in the name of Maj. Gen. 
Leslie R. Groves, head of the Man- 
hattan project. “Mass will be con- 
verted into heat energy and finally

and aaditional municipal services 
will cause Mayor Aloys P. Kauf-

These topics will be given to the 
board for study by the Mayor in 
his annual message. Although the 
Mayor has not disclosed what his 
address will contain, his state- 
ments in the past few weeks indi- 
cate that he wil] recommend that 
the board meet the added costs 
and demands for new services by 
finding new revenue. 


Mayor es Views. 

The Mayor determined on this 
policy after first ordering that the 
budget be balanced on the basis 
of estimated revenue from exist- 
ing sources. He changed his 
views, however, after conferences 
with department heads indicated 
that requests could not be cut 
very much without seriously cur- 
tailing existing municipal serv- 
ices. 

Departmental requests totaled 
$30,000,000. Estimated revenue 
from existing sources is $26,000,- 
000. Almost $28,000,000 was ap- 
propriated during the last fiscal 


year. 

The Mayor stated more recently 
that existing municipal services 
could not be maintained e on 
the basis of present salary es 
without additional revenue. 

His message will contain sev- 
eral suggestions to the aldermen 
for raising new revenue, the 
Mayor has said, to meet existing 
costs and to finance additional 

services and increased wage 
scales. 

The Mayor would not disclose 
the nature of his recommenda- 
tions, but it is known that he has 
been studying several methods of 
increasing city revenue, including 
the levying of a tax on payrolls 
which has been advocated by sev- 
eral members of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The Mayor; the Law Depart- 
ment afid employes of the Comp- 
troller’s office have been studying 
for several months the details of 
ai per cent levy on payrolls 
which is producing about $25,000,- 
000 in municipal revenue annual- 
ly for Philadelphia. At least two 
aldermen have said they are con- 
sidering introducing such a meas- 
ure here. 

Other Methods Under Study. 

Other revenue-increasing meth- 
ods under study range from pro- 
viding charges for new municipal 
services to increasing real estate 
and personal taxes and increasing 
the cigarette tax. Increasing 
rates of present taxes finds little 
favor among city officials and 
would be difficult to accomplish. 
Charges for new services, such as 
rubbish and ash collection, are 
being seriously considered.

‘BABY’ BETATRON 
HAS X-RAY BEAM 
OF 4,000,000 VOLTS 


Secret Wartime Development 
— Radiations Like Those 
From 3 Grains of Radium. 


CHAMPAIGN, Ill., April 13 (AP) 
—A “baby” betatron, having radi- 
ations equal ‘those from three 
grams of radium but costing only 
one-tenth as much, was a secret 
wartime development at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, it was dis- 
closed today. 


The portable machine, simple in 
construction and operation, pro- 
duces an X-ray beam of 4,000,000 
volts energy. It was perfected 
under leadership of Prof. Gerald 
M. Almy, who headed the work 
while Prof. Donald W. Kerst, in- 
ventor of the betatron, was away 
from the campus working on the 


atomic bomb. 

“The 4,000,000-volt. betatron may 
bé useful in industry and science,” 
Almy said. “It can be used in 
place of radium for taking X-rays, 
but has the advantage of an 
initial cost only one-tenth that 
of radium to produce equal 
energy. 

“Another advantage is that the 
betatron can be turned on and 
off, making handling safe, while 
radium always is erous to 
handle. Also, while radium throws 
rays in all directions, the 4,000,- 
000-volt betatron concentrates a 
beam in only one direction.” 


Three of the machines were 
built here during the war. The 
first was built in 1943 and went 
to England; the second went to! 
the Naval Research Laboratory in 
Washington, and the third is at 
the university. 


FATHER, 5 CHILDREN FATALLY 
BURNED AFTER BIRTH OF BABY 


Another Child Hurt as She Climbs 
. Through Window of Garage 
Home. 

DETROIT, April 13 (AP) — Six 
members of a family of 10 were 
killed in a fire which swept their 
garage home in nearby Warre 
township-early today. 
A few hours before the fire, the 
mother had given birth to a 
daughter in a hospital. Joseph 
Rabalcaba, 12 years old; Jesse, 11; 
Trinidad, 20 months, and their sis- 
ter, Petra, 6, burned to déath in 
their beds after a stove exploded 
in the living room. 
Andra, 4, another daughter, and 
Angelo Rabalcaba, the father, 
were burned as they fled from the 
house. They died in a hospital 
this afternoon.- 
A third daughter, Carmen, 14, 
was cut on the leg as she climbed 
through a window. A fourth son, 
Peter, 7, was not in the house at 
the time of the fire. 

Physicians decided against tell- 
ing Mrs. Carmen Rabalcaba of 
the tragedy for several days.

Pilot Who Got License

A flyer who had obtained his 
private pilot’s license only last 
Friday and his passenger were 
killed yesterday afternoon when 
an airplane crashed as it pre- 
pared to land at Wadlow Field 
north of Alton. 

The victims were George C.

Dintelman began taking flying 
lessons last August, and purchased 
a two-place monoplane a month 
later.

The plane went into a dive from

in air. The plane did not catch 
fire. ' 

Dintelmann, a research chemist, 
was a graduate of Washington 
University. He is survived by his 
wife and two sons. Vancil, office 
manager in the brass sales de- 
partment of Western Cartridge, 
leaves his wife, two sons and two 
daughters. 


JEW KILLED, SEVERAL BEATEN 
IN RIOTING BY VIENNESE 


Outbreak Started by Attempt of 
Refugees to Recover Food 
They Thought Stolen. 
VIENNA, April 13 (UP) — One 
Jewish youth was killed and sev- 
eral were beaten and jailed to- 
night in the first anti-Semitic riot 

in Vienna since the armistice. 

Rioting broke out between civil- 
ians and refugees from a dis- 
placed persons’ camp after hun- 
dreds of Jews marched on a 
Vienna police station and stoned 
it, demanding the release of 19 
young Jews, including three girls, 
who were arrested earlier in the 
day. Skirmishes continued late 
tonight. . 

The violence started this after- 
noon over an alleged attempt by 
two Jewish youths to recover 
what they thought was stolen 
UNRRA food supplies from an 
Austrian civilian.

WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP) 
— Fiorello LaGuardia, Director 
General of the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Admin- 
istration, expressed belief today 
that the agency’s wheat require- 


ments for Europe’s hungry could 
be met by a 35 per cent set-aside 
of American grain at the flour 
mills. 

He so cabled British Prime 
Minister Attlee and other offi- 
cials after urging the British to 
spare as much as possible from 
their limited food grain stocks 
to make prompt aid effective. 

LaGuardia said he was hope- 
ful that the United States Gov- 
ernment would issue the necessa- 
ry grain set-aside order “within 
a few hours,” but no order was 
in sight this afternoon at the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Diversion From Britain. 

LaGuardia told British Minister 
of State Philip Noel-Baker that 
“only by diversions from the Bri- 
tish Isles can we hope to get 
grain into the European countries 
whose stocks are now vanishing.” 
He added that he appreciated 
“fully the responsibility of my own 
country. 

“I also understand,” he said, 
“the critical food situation § in 
Great Britain and I fully agree 
that we must have tangible proof 
of available wheat to replace 
pound for pound any advance 
which will be made this and next 
month to meet the crisis in the 
-countries affected. 

“I am sure that the American 
people too, will understand and in 
co-operation with the people of 
Great Britain will come forth to 
save millions of lives.” 

In a talk at Columbia University 
in New York, La Guardia urged 
that President Truman put into 
effect a set-aside order that 25 per 
cent of all wheat delivered to mills 
be earmarked for foreign relief to 
meet immediate needs. 

The 35 per cent wheat La Guar- 
dia mentioned to the British ap- 
parently was his over-all estimate. 

La Guardia said in a statement 
here’ he had been informed by 
Francis B. Sayre, UNRRA’s diplo- 
matic adviser, that President-Elect 
Peron of Argentina had promised 
to help relieve the food situation

Preponderance of conservatives 
in ‘the new house was emphasized 
in the virtually final unofficial 
returns tonight from Wednesday’s 
general election. The Liberal and 
Progressive parties together can 
command a small majority of 
seats, Both actually are conserva- 
tives despite their names and are 
likely to have strong support from 
right-wing Social Democrats and 
conservative elements among the 
independents, 

The lineup,. with only one seat 
of the 465 member house still in 
doubt, stood: Liberals 141, Pro- 
gressives 93, Social Democrats 92, 
Independents 80, minor parties 39, 
Cooperatives 14, Communists five. 

A lively fight is in‘ prospect be- 
tween Premier Shidehara, who is 
determined to keep his cabinet in 
power until the new constitution 
has been adopted, and the Liberal 
party leader, Ichiro Hatoyama, 
who wants to form a coalition gov- 
ernment. 

Assessing the outcome of the 

election, in which women voted 
for the first time and elected 38 
of their sex to house membership, 
the influential newspaper Asahi 
said: , 
“The fact that many votes were 
cast for old i:.fluences such as 
the Progressive and Liberal 
parties demonstrates that reali- 
ties do not change at a jump

SPEED OF SOUND| 


Navy Machines Will Eject 
Cockpit if Bail-Out Is 
Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP) 
—Navy test airplanes designed to 
race the 760-mile-an-hour speed 
of sound being developed at a 
California plant. 

The Navy said today several 
airplanes, with instruments for re- 
cording aerodynamic forces at 
“previously unattained horizontal- 
flight speeds” are being built in 
the Douglas Aircraft Co.’s plant 
at El Segundo, Calif. 

Because of the exploratory na- 
ture of the project in which 
planes will push into unknown 
speed brackets, special safety pre- 
cautions are being taken. These 
will include a device to eject the 
pilot’s cockpit if a bail-out be- 
comes necessary. The terrific air 
blast of 700 mile-plus speed would 
make it impossible for a pilot 
merely to climb over the side and 
drop. 

The Navy explained that as 
speed begins to run up beyond 
50 miles an hour the air starts 
to “pile up” along the wings and 
reaches a critical point somewhere 
between there and 760 miles. At 
speeds higher than that the air- 
flow disturbance is thought to 
fade, and a normal flow to re- 
sume,

Galleon With $30, 
Aztec Gold Reported Found Again 


000,000 in Stolen 


MIAMI, Fia., April 13 (AP)— 
Rediscovery of the long lost Span- 
ish trader galleon Santa Rosa, re- 
putedly with $30,000,000 in stolen 
Aztec gold aboard, was announced 
tonight by Irwin A, Williamson, 
famed sea diver. 

Williamson said he found the 
coral-sealed hulk of the Santa 
Rosa at 1 o'clock this afternoon 
in 146 feet of water off Key West. 

“We removed the three identi- 
fication marks which we put on 
the wreck in 1940-41, before the 
war halted our further attempts 
to locate the treasure,” Williamson 
said, 

“We could not go deep into the 
hulk to find if the treasure is 
still there, because the wood 
planks of the ship, buried in the 
sea since 1520, crumbled like pot- 
ash. We were afraid it would 
fall apart. It took us 23 minutes 
to worm our way through the 
small entrance to the coral cave 


which completely engulfs’ the 
wreck.” 


Williamson was the first man 
into the wreck and was followed 
by Carl Parsons, diver, of Birm- 
ingham, Ala, and R, J, Lilley, also 
of Birmingham, 


Treading cautiously, they probed 
into the age-old remains of the 
Santa Rosa for 43 minutes, and 
reached the small back section of 
the galley. As they attempted to 
push further in, toward the prob- 
able location of the rich booty, 
sections of the walls crumpled and 
they were afraid, Williamson said, 
that the coral crust would rip 
their diving suits, 


According to legend, the Santa 
Rosa sailed from Mexico in June, 
1520, carrying the vast treasure in 
Aztec gold, on which Montezuma, 
king of the Aztecs, had placed a 
curse as a result of Cortez’s be- 
trayal of his .riendship.

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WARRANTS FOR 3 
IN MURDER OF 
DRUGGIST, TWO 
SIGN CONFESSIONS 


Men Arrested Through 
Spare-Time Work by 
Turnkey Who Was 
Too Short to Get on 
Detective Force. 


Warrants charging three men 
with the murder of Otto Kopp, el- 
derly, eccentric druggist who was 
beaten to death a week ago last 
night in his store in Manchester, 
were issued yesterday by Justice 
of the Peace Taylor Strubinger of 
Clayton Township. Manchester is 
13 miles west of St, Louis on 
Highway 50. 

The arrest of the men early yes- 
terday and the admission by two 
of them of participation in the 
crime came about through the 


spare-time detective work of Wil- 
liam S. Rosen. A veteran police 
turnkey and relief dispatcher in 
the police radio division, Rosen 
has been unable to get on the 
force because of his small size. 
He is 5 feet, 3 inches tall, and 
weighs 130 pounds. 

The three under arrest are Se- 
bastian Joe Tomorchio, 25 years 
old, 2122 (rear) Marconi street; 
Roy Rosario Finocchiaro, 34, of 
2221 Edwards street, and Sam Sal- 
vatore Carenza, 30, of 2124A (rear) 
Marconi street. 

Tomorchio, a bottle stacker, and 
Finocchiaro, suspended streetcar 
operator and part-time tavern 
bouncer, made signed statements 
admitting their parts in the rob-’ 
bery-murder, 

Carenza Silent..- 

Carenza, unemployed since he 
was fired as a Public Service Co. 
bus driver several weeks ago, re- 
fused to make a statement. 

Rosen began his private investi- 
gation of the crime last Sunday 
night after receiving a tip that 
two men who might have been 
involved loitered about a tavern 
at Brannon avenue and Arsenal 
street in the neighborhood known 
as “The Hill.” He frequented the 
tavern in his off-hours until he 
learned the suspects’ identities, 
then called Chief of Detectives. 
Herman F. Siebels to arrest them. 

Tomorchio, #n illiterate who can 
write only his name, told police 
he accompanied Carenza into the 
Kopp drug store about 8 p.m. 
Saturday night, April 6, while 
Finocchiaro waited in an auto- 
mobile parked a block away, 

He said Carenza struck the 
blows that killed the 71l-year-oid 
druggist and committed the actual 
robbery, but he admitted he bound 
tke victim’s wrists with adhesive 
tape and helped carry Kopp to 
the second floor living quarters, 
where the body was found last 
Sunday morning. 

Got Only $71 or $72. 

Tomorchio said he stood over 
the dying man as Carenza 
searched the apartment for money, 
but all they obtained was $71 or 
$72 they found in Kopp’s trousers’ 
pocket. They failed to find $1616 
in cash which Kopp, who report- 
edly disdained banks and kept 
large sums in his store, had hid- 
den in cigar boxes in a locked 
cedar chest. 

Finocchiaro admitted he served 
as chauffeur but maintained he 
did not know a robbery was in- 
tended until he was driving the 
other two men to Manchester. He 
said he learned of the murder from 
a newspaper account of the find- 
ing of Kopp’s body. . 

Acknowledging he received $21 
as his share of the loot, Finoc- 
chiaro said he needed the money 
to help support his wife and two 
children. He admitted being an 
ex-convict, having served part of 
a one-year federal sentence for 
possession of untaxed alcohol in 
1936 


Tomorchio said Carenza counted 
the money as they drove back to 
the city and gave him $25 as his- 
share. He said he used it to pay 
the rent for his room behind a 
barber shop, where he lives alone. 

A fully-loaded, pearl-handled au- 
tomatic pistol, which Tomorchio 
identified as the one Carenza used 
to slug Kopp, was found yesterday 
in a closet in Carenza’s home. Ca- 
renza’s wife reportedly left him 
recently, taking their four-year-old 
daughter, because he refused to 
work. 


Identifies Gloves. 


Tomorchio also identified a pair 
of tan pigskin gloves, one of them 
bloodstained, as the pair given 
him by Finocchiaro to wear dur- 
ing the robbery. He said he forgot 
to wear them ana carried them 
in his pocket, losing one in the 
drug store and tossing the other 
out of the automobile as they 
drove away from Manchester. It 
was found beside Highway 50 
about three miles from the mur- 
der scene.

Becom- 
ing alarmed, Tomorchio said, “I 
think the guy’s dead. Let's get 
out of here.” They left by a first 
floor window in the rear of the 
store. 

Tomorchio said he got blood- 
stains on his shirt, which he 
bu. ed when he arrived home. 
He said he w s discharged from 
the Army last January after 39 
rt .onths of service. 

George Johnson, a former con- 
vict who was arrested in the in- 
vestigation of the Kopp murder, 
was released yesterday. He for- 
meily worked in the vicinity of 
the Kopp drug store and had 
made many purchases there. 

Rosen ‘Kept Ears Open.’ 
Rosen, whose diminutive stature 
eliminated him from the police 
tra'ning class that graduated last 
Friday, declined to reveal the 
technique of his investigation ex- 
cept to say he “mingled with peo- 
ple and kept my ears open.” He 
added he has been working in his 
spare time on the Coxey murder. 
Police credited him with turning 
up information which led to the 
solution of several crimes, includ- 
ing the fatal stabbing of a sailor 
in front of a downtown tavern 
last October. He started in the 
Police Department as a telephone 
boy in 1927 and was promoted to 
his present position in 1940 be- 
cause of his work in locating a 
murder suspect. He is 37 years 
old. 

Chief of Police James J. Mitchell 
said he would discuss with the 
Board of Police Commissioners the 
possibility of appointing Rosen a 
special investigator on the force 
as a reward for his excellent work

ANOTHER OUT 
SOUGHT IN KILLING 
OF ALICE SHRYOGK 


Officers Also Looking for 
Older Man, Reported 
to Have Been With 
Her in Tavern. 


St. Louis county authorities an- 
nounced a “most promising lead” 
yesterday in their investigation of 
the murder of Alice Shryock, 16- 
year-old Overland girl whose body, 
shot in the head, was found April 
6 in Creve Coeur Memorial Park. 

Deputies declined to elaborate 
on their lead, but it was learned 
they are seeking a 19-year-old 
Overland youth, whose photograph 
was identified by a young woman. 
He had not been mentioned prev- 
iously among the many acquain- 
tances of Alice Shryock, who have 
been questioned during the last 
week. Two groups of deputies 
started out yesterday to seek the 
youth, following receipt shortly 
before noon of new information 
that brought his name into the 
case. 

Authorities also are seeking an 
older man with greying hair, who 
wore glasses, following a report 
that he was seen with the 
Shryock girl in a St. Charles Rock 
road tavern early in March. Alice 
had told friends that she had re- 
jected the marriage proposals of 
an older man, “who has money 
and a car,” and that her life had 
been threatened. Several older 
men have been interrogated in the 
investigation, but convinced of- 
ficers they had no knowledge of 
the murder. 

Seven youths, who at various 
times on the night Alice Shryock 
disappeared, April 3, were briefly 
in the company of Alice and her 
chum, Margaret Mae St. Cin, are 
still under investigation in the 
search for the killer. Most of the 
young men have been questioned 
several times and told of giving 
the girls a ride into Overland in 
an automobile, or of having seen 
them during the evening at a 
movie, a restaurant and a tavern. 

One of the youths, Pfc. Charles 
Kempfer, home on a re-enlistment 
furlough, was among the last per- 
sons to have seen Alice alive, 
Kempfer accompanied Miss Shry- 
ock and Margaret St. Cin to a 
tavern, where Alice declined to 
explain her reason for a weeping 
spell, and later the three walked 
to a bus stop. Alice is presumed 
to have boarded a bus, about mid- 
night, for her home on the out- 
skirts of Overland. 

Alice’s shoes were found in a 
vacant lot near her home, and she 
apparently was taken from the lot 
in an automobile to the park near 
Creve Coeur ‘Lake, where her body 
was found. In addition to the bul- 
let wound in the head, the body 
was badly bruised and mutilated 
and investigators are inclined to a 
theory of jealous revenge as @ mo-

The committee said when Tru- 
man. got the news that he had 
become President, “he felt, he 
said, ‘as though the. moon and 
the stars and all the planets’ had 
fallen on him. During his year 
as President, Mr. Truman has 
shown that he never recovered 
from this catastrophe.” ' 
“At War With Congress.” 
The committee said the Tru- 
man Administration “is at war 
with Congress,” and continued: 
“Mr. Truman began his admin- 
istration with unusual advantages. 
He had the pledges of both ‘parties 
in Congress toward winning the 


security at home and abroad. Re- 
publican Senators offered Mr, Tru- 
man a specific plan ‘to avoid ir- 
reconcilable differences’ by © con- 
sultation with Republican. leaders 
before any conflict developed over 
controversial legislation., — 

“But Mr. Truman failed to use 
his opportunities. He speedily 
ended his honeymoon. with. Con- 
gress, preferring to tread the left- 
ward path of radical experimen- 
tation.” 

On foreign relations, the com- 
mittee said the President “recites 
high-sounding statements on for- 
eign policy. But these are far dif- 
ferent from the actions which he

It asserted he “pays lip service 
to the United Nations,” adding: 


“But he has failed to inform 
his representatives of official 
policy on vital matters, such as 
trusteeships and atomic energy 
control.

WASHINGTON, April 13 (UP) 
—Relations between this country 
and Russia may hinge on achieve- 
ment of a successful plan for 
world control of atomic energy, 
Senator J. William Fulbright 
(Dem.), Arkansas, said tonight. 

Urging that the State Depart- 
ment move at once to put in effect 
its long-term plan for world safe- 
guards against misuse of atomic 


power, Fulbright said in an inter- 
view that such action might 
stabilize United States relations 
with Russia. 

He said the plan recently draft- 
ed by a special State Department 
committee of industrialists and 
scientists represents “a _ real 
chance” for this nation to show 
world leadership. The plan, pro- 
posing progressive extension of 
international controls over atomic 
materials and production plants, 
was described by Fulbright as “a 
good offer to the world.” 

If such an offer were put for- 
ward by this country and rejected 
by Russia, Fulbright said, it would 
clearly indicate that Russia's long- 
run intentions were not peaceful. 

Calls for Positive Policy. 

Fulbright said the United States 
has failed to develop and maintain 
a positive world policy. This must 
be done, he declared, if a stable 
world order ig to be assured, De- 
ee “get tough” talk aimed at 

ussia, Fulbright urged that this 
country clearly state its views “in 
a firm tone,” then make certain 
that “we don't get pushed around.” 


He sharply criticized United 
States domesti¢ and foreign policy 
since V-J day. Among postwar 
mistakes already made, Fulbright 
listed precipitate withdrawal of 
United States troops from Europe 
and their demobilization, abolition 
of rationing and other controls, 
and elimination of wartime excess 
profits taxes. 

Such actions, he said, constituted 
“an unseemly haste to return to 
normalcy, failure to understand 
our responsibility for world 
leadership.” He added that if the 
nation “returns to its shell” the 
United Nations would become 
worthless machinery, 

Issue of Pacific Bases. 

Fulbright also criticized United 
States demands for exclusive pos- 
session of strategic bases in the 
Pacific area as inconsistent with 
the fundamental theory of the U.N. 
He added that this country can-- 
not criticize the action of other 
nations in taking over territory

the mechanical energy will be con- 
verted into electrical energy.” 
What the foregoing means is 


this: ° 

Small amounts of U-235 (an iso- 
tope or variant of the compar- 
atively rare element, uranium) or 
plutonium (one of the newer ele- 
ments transmuted from uranium) 
will be the fuel. This material 
will be piled in blocks inside a 
heavy shield of concrete or steel, 
to protect the operating staff 
against the lethal radiations. Due 
to the radioactivity of the fuel, 
a chain reaction, or succession of 
occurrences of nuclear fission, or 
splitting, will take place. 


Slow Conversion. 

The fuel will be used for the 
purpose of “slow conversion of 
mass into energy.” While the 
Army did not say so specifically, 
it seemed apparent that the in- 
tention is to employ the. “slow 
chain reaction,” rather than the 
fast type, which results in violent 
explosion—similar to those of the 
atomic bomb. 

This reaction will produce in- 
tense heat, which will be expended 
through some cooling agent, prob- 
ably water in this instance, Steam 
will be created as a result. There- 
after the process will not differ 
materially from the existing con- 
ventional process of generating 
current, he steam will drive a 
high-pressure turbine and the tur- 
bine will propel electrical genera- 
tors, just ag existing turbines op- 
erate from coal-made steam or 
water impounded by a dam, 

Thomas, who was at Sea Island, 
Ga, yesterday, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: “This, will 
be the first nuclear power plant, 
designed. for actual production of 
electrical energy. We hope by 
this to show the world that atomic 
power is a reality.” 

Heretofore kindred plants for 
utilization of atomic energy were 
intended primarily for creation of 
the explosi material for the 
bomb. The change ig largely one 
of direction or “design factor.” 

Plant Capacity Low. 

Generating capacity of the plant 
in terms of kilowatts has not been 
disclosed, but will be relatively 
low. Neither have plans been made 
for employment of the power to 
be produced. Possibly it might be 
put to work in the general opera- 
tions of the Oak Ridge establish- 
ment, which is scattered over 
thousands of acres of Tennessee 
hills and valleys. It will be r 
cisely the same sort of current as 
that which illuminates street 
lights or moves trolley cars. 

It is an ironic circumstance 
that Oak Ridge is in the heart of 
the region served by the hydro- 
electric power of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. In fact, location 
of the Army’s Clinton Engineer 
Works, official name of the Oak 
Ridge enterprise, was dictated by

to create a new form of power 
which might within the foresee- 
able future render the hydro-elec- 
tric drams obsolete. 

Gen. wroves emphasized that 
the new plant would be exper!i- 
mental in nature, and made. it 
clear that the first production of 
electricity there would come no- 
where near comparing favorably 
in cost with present commercial 
power.

“Primary consideration,” he con- 
tinued, “is the need to reduce to 
practice some of the many ideas 
for power piles developed as an 
outgrowth of the atomic bomb 
program and to supply evidence 
that might be of value in clarify- 


ing any international patent situ-| 


ation that might arise. Patent 
rights growing out of the work 
will be vested with the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and 
Congress will determine the use to 
which they will be put. 


Much Work to be Done, 


“In evaluating prospects held by 
the proposed experimental atomic 
energy plant, it is important to 
remember that a great amount of 
work remains to be done before 
fissionable material can be 
brought within the range of eco- 
nomic usability. This is to be a 
pilot plant; in other words, a re- 
search tool from which knowledge 
will be derived for subsequent de- 
velopment and exploratory work. 
It must, therefore, be used in the 
light of a scientific and engineer- 
ing experiment rather than an 
economically practical application 
of nuclear fission for generation 
of electricity, 


“In broad and general terms, 
the new pile will employ scientific 
principles utilized in the (Univer- 
sity of) Chicago pile, where the 
first chain reaction in history took 
place; the Clinton Laboratories 
pile, where the first experimental 
quantities of plutonium were 
made, and the full-scale pile at 
Hanford, Wash., where plutonium 
is produced, but the new installa- 
tion is to fill an entirely new role. 


“Unlike the others, which were 
made specifically to produce plu- 
tonium, the atomic powér plant 
will have as its primary purpose 
the generation of heat energy and 
the conversion of that energy into 
peacetime electricity. The change 
of purpose introduces a host of 
new problems, some of which may 
await solution for years. It is not 
unlikely that new and radical en- 
gineering principles will be con- 
sidered in the conversion of heat 
energy to mechanical and elec- 
trical energy. — 

“The new pile will not be ac- 
companied by the hazards of what 
might be termed an atomic explo-

sion. Safety is provided by the 
very design and concept of the ap-

The power unit of the new plant 
will be designated the “Daniels 
pile’ in honor of Dr. Farrington 
Daniels. Gen, Groves called him 
the “author of the basic concept 
which made the plant possible.” 
Daniels, who is on _ protracted 
leave as professor of chemistry 
at the University of Wisconsin, 
last year .succeeded Chancellor 
Arthur H, Compton of Washing- 
ton University as project director 
of the University of Chicago 
Metallurgical Laboratory. 

Dr. Thomas, who already nas 
general supervision of Clinton 
Laboratories, now has the basic 
assignment, the Army said, “to 
guide and direct the complex job 
of applying nuclear theory and 
practice to commercial require- 
ments.” He has over-all responsi- 
bility for design, construction and 
operation of the new plant. Direct 
administration of Clinton Labor- 
atories is under Dr. M..D. Whit- 
aker, while Dr. C.. Rogers Mc- 
Cullough of the staff there will 
have charge of technical phases 
of the power undertaking. 

The new plant will be operated 
by scientists from the Manhattan 
project and the Chicago Metal- 
lurgical : Laboratory, aided by 
specialists from the Army, the 
Army Air Forces and the Navy. 
The Army requested the Monsanto 
company to handle the establish- 
ment in line with a set policy of 
operating through private indus- 
try. Other industrial concerns 
have been asked to co-operate as 
consultants and in the furnishing 
of technical men. 

It was disclosed that plans for 
such co-operation were made in 
New York City last Thursday at 
a meeting attended by representa- 


cago Metallurgical Laboratory and 
three of the great manufacturers 
of. electrical equipment, General 
Electric, Westinghouse and Allis- 
Chalmers. . 

Studies for the initial part of 
the plant have progressed to the 
point where draftsmen are about 
to translate technical data to blue- 
print form, the Army said. The 
plant will be an extension of the 
Monsanto-operated Clinton Labo- 
ratories near one end of the Oak 
Ridge reservation. Already a 
$650,000 contract has been let for 
expanding the laboratories, offices 
and parking space. Clinton Lab- 
oratories was opened originally as 
the pilot plant for production of 
plutonium, showing the way for 
the great Hanford Engineer 
Works in Washington. It is now 
the chief laboratory unit fors:Oak 
Ridge and also is engaged in pro- 
duction of various radioactive ma- 
terials.

Chinese Government Said 
to Be Willing to Limit 
Troops If It Occupies 
Two Cities. 


By HAROLD K. MILKS 

CHUNGKING, April 13 (AP)— 
The Chinese Government 1 ey 
portedly offered today to outers a 
mise with the Communists in 
seething Manchuria, whose com- 
plex problems so far have 
stumped a United States-Chinese 
peace committee of three gener- 
als. 

The report of the offer came 
from the spokesman of the third- 
party Democratic League, high- 
lighting a flurry of political ac- 
tivity touched off by word that 
Gea. George C. Marshall was on 
h.s way back to China. 


The Democratic League spokes- 
man said that Gen. Chet Cheng, 


Minister of War, had agreed in-/| 


formally to limit the number of 
Goveri.ment troops in Manchuria 
if the Communists would withhold 
their forces and permit Chung- 
king’s armies to occupy Chang- 
chun, the capital, and the city of 
Harbin. 

The Russians will quit Chang- 
chun tomorrow but a Government 
army still is held up about mid- 
way between Mukden and the 
capital by strong Communist 
forces. 

There were long conferences 
throughout the day between Gov- 
ernment and Communist leaders. 
Once more optimism began peep- 
ing through the gloom that had 
settled over Chungking almost 
from the day Marshall, special 
United States envoy to China, left 
for Washington. 

An Associated “ress dispatch 
from Peiping said Lt. Gen. Alvan 
Cc. Gillem Jr., United States mem- 
ber of the Committee of Three, 
had advised Marshall that the sit- 
tation in Manchuria was serious, 
and that Gillem was waiting 
further instructions. 

(The dispatch said the commit- 
tee’s fact-finding visit to Manchu- 
ria was being held up, apparently 
waiting on an agreement from 
higher up, since Gillem and the 
Communist and Government gen- 
erals seemed to lack the authority 
to reach an accord among them- 
selves.) 

Communist leaders indicated 
they might refuse to participate 
in the National Assembly, now 
scheduled to open May 5 at Nan- 
king, unless agreement is reached 
on Manchuria and a new consti- 
tution for China. 


FIGHT MAY DECIDE 
CHANGCHUN’S FATE 


By REYNOLDS PACKARD 

MUKDEN, April 13 (UP)—The 
fate of Changchun, capital of 
Manchuria, may be decided within 
the next seven days by a battle 
between Chinese Nationalist and 
Chinese Communist armies raging 
today around the railway hub of 
Szepingkai, 70 miles to the south. 

The Russian forces in Chang- 
chun are being withdrawn, leaving 
Changchun a prize of battle for 
the opposing Chinese armies, 

Nationalist forces were reported 
holding the capital with only 7000 
troops brought in during the Rus- 
sian occupation, 5000 of them for- 
mer puppet forces whose loyalty 
to the Central Government is un- 
certain. 

The Nationalists are sure of the 
loyalty of only 2000 militiamen 
flown to Changchun from Peiping 
recently. Striking toward the 
city are strong Communist forces, 
believed equal to or outnumbering 
the Nationalists. 

Latest reports available here 
said the Communists were con- 
verging on Changchun airfield, but 
it was uncertain which side held 
the field. 

The four-way rail hub of Sze- 
pingkai, key to the battle for 
Changchun, is reported under 
heavy assault by the American- 
trained and equipped Nationalist 
new First Army. Reports on 
progress of the fighting are vague.

He admitted also signing a let- 
ter which discussed Adolf Hitler 
decrees for shooting Allied cap- 
tives and extermination of Jews, 
of which he had previously pro- 
fessed ignorance. 

Later Alfred Thoma, counsel for 
Dr. Alfred Rosenberg, high priest 
of Nazi ideology and its accom- 


panying anti-Semitism, entered}. 


into a long discourse on obscure 
philasophical concepts in an argu- 
ment for permission to introduce 
a series of philosophical writings 
as evidence when Rosenberg’s 
case comes up next week. 

The judges of the international 
tribunal appeared puzzled as 
Thoma declared that “the facts 
established by science may prove 
that Rosenberg did not under- 
stand the dangers of his works. 
This would possibly alter his guilt 
to a considerable extent.” 

Lord Justice Geoffrey Lawrence, 
presiding judge, told Thoma that 
the tribunal would study the mat- 
ter “but there is no charge that 
Rosenberg invented his philosophy 
or held certain ideas. The charge 
is, he made certain use of his 
ideas.” 

Thoma proposed also to submit 
evidence showing that Rosenberg, 
as Nazi civil commissioner for the 
occupied eastern territories, actu- 
ally benefitted the Ukraine. 

The Russians objected to an af- 
fidavit which the defense con- 
tended would show the Nazis “in- 
troduced an orderly economic sys- 
tem” in the Ukraine, that the land 
“was not stupidly exploited,” and 
that 180,000 German tractors had 


been sent into the territory as 


part of a long-range development

FUND PAGT WITH 
UNIONS EXPECTED 


Criticism of Reimbursing 

CIO and AFL for So- 
licitation Expenses Has 
Persisted.

WASHINGTON, April 13 — The 
American Red Cross is expected 
to end Monday the controversial 
wartime agreement by which it 
reimbursed relief committees of 
the CIO and AFL for expenses in- 
curred in raising Red Cross funds. 

Under this. arrangement, the la- 
bor unions have maintained since 
1942 nation-wide organizations to 
solicit money for the Red Cross, 
and also for the National War 
Fund. By April 30, when ‘this 
year’s contract terminates, the 
union committees will have re- 
ceived about $765,000 from the Red 
Cross. 

It was learned that criticism of 
the arrangement by reactionary 
elements in the Red Cross has 
persisted throughout the winter 
and that some large contributors 
have held up their pledges pend- 
ing action by the central com- 
2; mittee Monday. 

Some have had the mistaken 
impression that contributions to 
the current campaign would be 
used in part to reimburse the 
unions. The fact is that any funds 
the unions have received or will 
receive, for this campaign were 
budgeted out of the money collect- 
ed in 1945. 

The controversy over the ar- 
rangement became widespread last 
fall following publication of an ar- 
ticle by Frank R. Kent, whose syn- 
dicated column appears in the 
Washington Star. The article 
showed the Red Cross in an un- 
favorable light, and _. protests 
poured in to headquarters here. 

Earlier this month the. Star 
printed a series of four articles by 
a staff reporter setting forth all 
the available facts about the agree- 
ments. The effect of these articles 
was to justify the Red Cross posi- 
tion, which wag the arrangement 
represented the most efficient way 
that could be devised for collecting 
a certain portion of the funds 
needed to meet war-swollen de- 
mands.

HANNEGAN SAYS G.0,P, PLANS 
‘TO DO NOTHING’ ON ISSUES 


WASHINGTON, April 13 (AP)— 
Democratic Chairman Robert E. 
Hannegan asserted today that Re- 
publican Chairman Carroll Reece’s 
reply to his demands that the 
G.O.P. state its position on major 
issues show the Republican party 
“proposes to do nothing at all.” 

The Democratic National Com- 
mittee made public Hannegan’s 
open letter to Reece, the third in 
an exchange the Democratic 
chairman began April 2. On that 
date Hannegan said President 
Truman’s postwar program had 
been set forth “clearly” in mes- 
sages to Congress. He expressed

Declares English ‘Have 
Found Secret’ of Uniting 
Great Masses of People. 


LONDON, April 13 (AP)—For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin said 
tonight he believed the British 
Commonwealth would provide the 
pattern for a “federation of the 
world.” 

“We have found the secret of 
combining unification of great 
masses of people in the world 
without destroying their liberty 
and at the same time maintain- 


| ing freedom for them all,” he de- 
clared at a silversmiths’ banquet. 

“In the discussions in the world 
today there seems to be a streak 
of light which encourages us to 
believe that if we maintain our 
policy an a fi and true course 
this great secret which Britain 
has discovered may yet become 
the foundation to the federation 
of the world,” he declared. 


“We cannot explain,” Bevin 
said, exactly what holds the Em- 
pire together, but “there is a feel- 
ing of rebirth of the British Com- 
monwealth and empire and its 
place in the world.” 

The empire “has survived and 
it will survive,” he declared, add- 
ing: “Nothing will ever prevent 
the empire from surviving be- 
cause I believe it has an extraor- 
dinary' mission to fulfill, It is 
one of those strange phenomena 
in the world.”

—Liquid savings of individuals in 
11945 totaled 37 billion dollars, the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion disclosed today, in a savings 
study. Savings were at the lowest 
rate since 1942, but still were nine 
times as large as that of 1940, Jat- 


est full year before this country 
lentered the war, the SEC said. 

Since the beginning of the war 
production program, liquid re 
sources of individuals increased 
The 
proportion of income saved in- 
creased rapidly up to the middle 
of 1942 and remained relatively 
constant for three years. 

The study said the decline late 
in 1945 was attributable mainly to 
increased consumer expenditures, 
reflecting lifting of controls and 
increased civilian supplies. Cash 
and deposits and Government se- 
curities have accounted for the 
greater part of liquid saving re- 
cently. As of Dec. 31, 1945, indi- 
viduals’. holdings of cash and de- 
posits and securities were 115 bil- 
lion and 63 billion, respectively. 

Last year, individuals’ holdings 
of currency and bank deposits and 
Government securities decreased 
by $18,600,000,000+and $10,600,000,- 
000, respectively. Individuals added 
$8,800,000,000 to their time and 
savings deposits and $6,900,000,000 
to demand deposits. This con- 
trasts with $7,100,000,000 and $5, 
200,000,000, respectively, in 1944. 

Mortgage debt increased by 
$400,000,000, compared with no 
change in 1944, while consumer 
debt other than mortgages in- 
creased by $700,000,000, compared

HEEDING CONSERVATION PLAN 


, Restaurants would lose money 
if they complied with suggestions 
of President Truman's food emer- 
gency committee, B. M. Franks, 
executive secretary of the St. 
Louis Restaurant Association, 
said yesterday in acknowledging 
that eating places here had not 
followed the committee’s advice 
on food conservation. 

“Our costs for food would be 
reduced about 1 per cent if the 
recommendations were followed, 
but the restaurants would have 
to reduce their prices from 5 to 
10 per cent to comply with OPA 
price ceilings on meals of smalle 
portions,” Frank asserted. 

Among the 20 suggestions by 
the President’s committee as ways 
for restaurants to conserve food 
were: One piece of bread with 
each meal, open-faced sandwiches 
jinstead of those requiring two 
pieces of bread, keeping crusts on 


sandwiches and toast, elimination 


of three-layer cakes and substi- 
tution of boiled or broiled meats 
for fried meats.

INTERNATIONAL BODY SETS UP 
UNIFORM TESTING OF PLANES 


MONTREAL, April 13 (AP)— 
The airworthiness division of the 
provisional International Civil 
Aviation organization today set up 
uniform methods of engine testing 
for international passenger planes. 

Puropse of the tests, it was 
said, is to insure that engines have 
the same hihg degree of reliability 
regardless of the country of man- 
ufacture, 

The testing methods for com- 
mercial planes were among a set 
of safety standards laid down by 
the division at the conclusion of 
its first session, begun March 18, 
The standards will govern the de- 
sign and construction of all inter- 
national passenger planes manu- 
factured after Jan, 1, 1951. The 
new requirements are so far- 
reaching, it was announced, that 
it would be a hardship on manu- 
facturers to put them into effect 
at an earlier date, 


SWISS COMMUNIST PARTY 
A FAKE, PRAVDA DECLARES 


MOSCOW, April 13 (UP) — 
Pravda, official Communist organ, 
today denounced the Swiss Com- 
munist party as an organization 
of “political provocateurs” cre 
Gated by “criminal elements.” 

The article, written by K. Demil- 
dov, asserted that all bonafide 
Swiss Communists were members 
of the Labor party. He said mem- 
bers of the Swiss Communist 
party were not Communists but 
“crooks.” 

Demidov said that when the 
Swiss government disbanded the 
genuine Communist party in 1940, 
all Communists joined the Labor 
party. He asserted that the true 
Communists preferred to remain 
inside the Labor party even 
though they were granted permis- 
sion in 1945 to reorganize the 
Communist party. 


CHARGES ON ARMY FREIGHT 
STUDIED; CALLED EXCESSIVE 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP) 
—A Justice Department official 
said today its anti-trust division 
was studying a Budget Bureau 
report of excessive freight charges 
on Army supplies. 

A special committee named by 
the bureau concluded that the 
government “has paid, and is 
paying, many millions of dollars” 
in overcharges for transporting 
War Department materials, 

The report was given out Feb. 
1 by Chairman Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, of the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee. He made 
public today a letter from Budget 
Director Harold Smith saying he 
has asked the attorney general 
“to give me his opinion regarding 
the legal aspects” of possible 
“reparation proceedings against 
the carriers.” 


MAN WHO ADMITS KILLING 
WIFE PLEADS NOT GUILTY 


HARRISONVILLE, Mo., April 
13 (AP)—Charles R. Rigdon, 75- 
year-old farmer charged with first 
degree murder in the killing of 
his wife of 13 months, pleaded not 
guilty today at his arraignment. 
His preliminary hearing was set 
for April 24. 

County Sheriff Temple Forrest 
said Rigdon signed a statement 
in which he said he shot his 72- 
year-old wife last Saturday night 
as she slept because he was afraid 
she was not going to live up to a 
pre-marital “business deal’ to 
deed him part of her farm, open 
a joint bank account and will 
him all of her property.

This would indi- 
cate a preference for garden type 
projects similar to those built 
under Section 608 of Title VI of the 
National Housing Act (FHA) dur- 
ing wartime. Many of these proj- 
ects were of superior quality and 
were built within the $1350 per 
room cost permitted for FHA in-

mericans Welcomed. 


In came our soldiers, a smal! 
mumber here, some there, but al- 
ys the few against the millions. 
Nothing happened. More G.IL.s ar- 
ved. There were huge signs: 
Welcome American Army and 
Navy.” They are still here! 


Along one stretch there were 
Japanese soldiers lining the road, 
their backs turned towards our 

merican G.ls. Everyone won- 
dered if this was to be the slaugh- 
ter. Later it was found that this 
is the way Japanese soldiers line 
the way to protect the emperor, 
their backs turned so they will 
not show disrespect to his hon- 
ored presence. The Japs had their 
guns fixed, and were searching 
the countryside for any Japanese 
who might be going to make trou- 
ble, and they had been ordered to 
shoot any misbehaving country- 
man! 

Bo it has gone ever since the 
Allied landings. No trouble from 
the Japanese. In many cases a 
warm welcome to the Americans.

nese burned to death. And I look 


for the hatred in the faces of this). 


people whose country we con- 
quered. Once in a while one sees 
open distaste, but that is rare. 
Either there is acceptance, or in 
the higher percentage of times, a 
friendly eagerness to please. 


Japs Obey Orders. 


Don’t think I’m being fooled 
about this attitude. I have known 
the Japanese in peace and war. I 
think I’m a fair judge of how they 
express their inward feelings. I 
know which of their words are 
propaganda and which are sin- 
cere. I will be fooled a few times, 
I’m sure, but not too many. 

And I sincerely believe that the 
large proportion of the Japs are 
not antagonistic towards the 
Americans. It stems back, I think, 
to the fact that probably 96 per 
eent of them didn’t want war in 
the first place and 96 per cent of 
them welcome peace. 


Make no mistake—they would 
have fought to the end if their 
Emperor had told them to do 
so, and done it bitterly and 
thoroughly. But they come from 
generations of people who have 
been taught to obey, not to think. 
Their militarists, with the implied 
consent of their Emperor, told 
them to fight the Americans. They 
did. They were told to stop fight- 
ing, and welcome the Americans 
to Japan. They did—and are. 

There is no terror in the night 
here as in Germany. There is no 
smothering hatred. As one MP 
told me: “We are having no 
trouble with the Japs. Most of our 
trouble comes from cases of rape 
a certain group of G.Is are in- 
flicting on Jap girls.” I’m search- 
ing for the statistics on this. They 
are pretty startling, I’m told. 

Remember one thing when 
I tell you the Japanese are giving 
us no trouble now. Without a 
long time occupation, good educa- 
tion, right example, show of 

strength, Japan would go back 


into the control:of the militarists 
in time. Twenty-five years is not 
going to be too short a time, and 
is a cheap price to pay for mak- 
ing Japan a truly peaceful na- 
tion and neighbor. 


What sort of man is the little 
man who controlled the destinies 
of 80,000,000 people, and whose 
name became synonymous to 
Americans with Japanese terror? 

I have just spent a day with 
this small man who was locked 
away from his kingdom through- 
out a lifetime. He was secluded, 
protected, worshiped, . untoucha- 
ble. He was God. Now he has 
been revealed to his people as a 
common man who walks, talks, 
eats and sleeps as they do. 

I followed the Emperor on a 
tour which might be likened to a 
political junket in the United 
States. No doubt an attempt is 
being made to make the people 
want to keep their Emperor, and 
to popularize him as a ruler, not 
as God. When I was in Japan 
before, I might have been im- 
prisoned for even talking about 
the Emperor publicly. Now I have 
walked with him, taken his pic- 
ture, watched him perform from 
a few feet away. Once he turned 
and bowed at me with great 
solemnity, 


On Emperor’s Train. 


Quite by mistake, I rode on the 
imperial train, which I am sure 
few Americans ever have done. 
Someone forgot to inform me 
there was a special correspond- 
ents’ train leaving 10 minutes be- 
fore the Emperor's special. I 
went to the gate of the Palace, 
and when the Emperor left for 
the station, so did. I, 


The train was waiting, ready 
to pul] out the second Hirohito 
arrived. Several other reporters 
had arrived late, so we simply 
rushed onto one car of the im- 
perial train. We caused a. mild 
sensation, but as the train moved 
the instant the Emperor boarded, 
it was a bit hard to, threw us off, 
so we rode in blue plush comfort 
for the next two hours. 


There was a telephone on a 
table in front of me which kept 
ringing, and the representative of 
the Imperial household kept talk- 
ing into it, looking helplessly at 
us. The telephone was connected 
to the Emperor’s car ahead, and 
I’m sure it would have been in- 
teresting to know what was said 
about the Americans, who by now 
were drinking Imperial tea, smok- 
ing Imperial cigarettes, taking 
pictures of the gold-braided Jap- 
anese in the same car, and seeing 
the countryside just as his Majes- 
ty was. 

For miles along the way Japa- 
nese stood at attention. They 
stopped in their rice paddies to 
bow as the train passed. They 
lined roads, and waited for those 
few seconds of time to highlight 
their lives. 


A Close View. 


The governor of the province, 
J. Nishimura, who used to repre- 
sent NYK (the shipping line) in 
New York, came to chat. Be 
neath his courtesy I sensed a hint 
of anxiety when he asked if we 
would mind riding back on the 
correspondents’ train, and a sense 
of relief when we _ cheerfully 
agreed. 


The train stopped, and the little 
man who used to ride a white 
horse stepped forth. It was my 
first close view of him, and I ad- 
mit to a sense of shock. Here 
was an undersized, stoop-shoul- 
dered, nervous man in a striped 
business suit, with a black fedora 
which looked too small for him on 
the top of his head, thick glasses, 
brown shoes with pointed toes, 
and an inability to keep his hands 
still, This was Emperor Hirohito!

WO St. Louis scientists who were out- 
T standing in the creation of the most 
awful weapon of war man has con- 
ceived — the atomic bomb — gave the 


‘| Post-Dispatch last week their views on the 


seemingly unlimited field of peaceful uses 
of atomic energy for the benefit of man- 
kind. 

They are Dr. Arthur Holly Compton, 
Nobel prize physicist, Chancellor of Wash- 
ington University, and Dr. Charles Allen 
Thomas, noied chemist, vice president and 
technical director of Monsanto Chemical 
Co. To them the bomb was merely a nec- 
essary first objective, which furnished the 
opportunity for scientific development of 
unparalleled intensity. 


Splitting of the atom has opened a vista 
of change and progress in the workaday 
world which is staggering to the imagina- 
tion. Compton and Thomas, who recently 
received the Medal of Merit for their work, 
pointed out some of the probable steps 
along this way. Economics, power produc- 
tion, medicine and industry are some of the 
major fields in which transformations of 
fundamental importance seem inevitable. 


Like many other men of science, these 
two see the hopes for the future of the 
world and peaceable applications of atomic 
energy inextricably bound up with interna- 
tionalization of the control of this energy, 
s0 as to prevent its use for destructive 
weapons. They believe the only chance for 
accomplishing this will be. along the lines 
of the Atomic Development Authority, under 
the United Nations, as proposed in the re- 
cent report of the State Departmeast’s board 
of consultants. Thomas was a member of 
that board, Compton was on the scientific 
panel which made a report to War De- 
partment committee last year on possibilities 
of beneficent uses, a report which has not 
been made public. 


Consultants’ Reports 
Prompts New Discussion. 


The consultants’ report has. prompted 
new and widespread discussions of atomic 
problems and was the occasion for’ the in- 
terviews with Thomas and Compton. They 
held top jobs in the production of plu- 
tonium, a recent addition to the list of ele- 
ments, which is one of the substances 
available for fission chain reaction or re- 
lease of atomic energy. 

Both of them are so busy that it was 
necessary to resort to unusual means in 
order for them to find time to be inter- 
viewed. This reporter flew in an air liner 
with Compton to Washington, where the 
Chancellor attended a War Department con- 
ference of scientists; the interview con- 
tinued over restaurant tables and in a hotel 
suite. Then the reporter went to Atlantic 
City to find Thomas, who was attending the 
annual meeting of the American Chemical 
Society, of which he is a director; that dis- 
cussion began in the Thomas suite, and 
continued in a brisk walk along the thronged 
Board Walk and over a luncheon table. 

Neither Compton nor Thomas has con- 
fined his thinking or his talents to his own 
specific field of science; their careers help 
make this obvious. It was disclosed yester- 
day that Thomas had been made project 
director of the first experimental plant, 
soon to be built at Oak Ridge, Tenn., for 
use of atomic heat in production — 
of electrical power for peaceable 
purposes.

by present atomic methods is not greatly 
different from that of TNT, Though this 
might be reduced by tenfold or more by 
future developments, w~ do not now see any 
important engineering tasks that can prof- 
itably use such mighty explosions. 


‘The controlled release of nuclear energy 
is, however, of great practical importance. 
While there are several other possibilities, 
the most obvious method of producing power 
from atomic fission is to heat a cooling 
agent’’—such as water, air, steam, molten 
lead or other liquid metal, or helium or 
some other gas—‘in the chain reactor unit 
and pass this heated coolant through a heat 
exchanger which heats the steam for driv- 
ing a turbine. Beyond the heat exchanger 
of such a plant everything would be done 
according to standard practice. Up to the 
heat exchanger the design would require new 
features, among them protection against the 
extreme radioactivity of everything, includ- 
ing the coolant, that has been exposed to 
the neutrons. 


“The chain-reacting unit itself can as- 
sume many forms. The one essential is 
that it shall contain a fissionable substance 
such as uranium, either in its natural state, 
or if a small unit is desired, enriched with 
additional U-235 (uranium isotope) or plu- 
tonium. The large atomic power plants 
now used for producing plutonium have in 
them many tons of natural uranium and 
graphite. By using uranium containing 
more than the usual fraction of U-235, chain 
reacting units have been built that are of 
much smaller size. 


Plans for Using Heat 
Without Any Exchanger. 


“There also are plans for using heat di- 
rectly without any heat exchanger. The 
simplest thing of this kind is a gas turbine 
with helium going into the reactor and 
operating the turbine—exactly the type of 
action of the jet propulsion engine. It also 
would be an easy thing to supply heat to 
any city, just as hot water is being drained 
off now from the Hanford (Wash.) Engi- 
neer Works into the Columbia river. It 
would need further developments to accom- 
plish this.” 

Atomic plants, in the @resent state of 
world affairs, remain top secrets. The air 
of mystery about these sprawling establish- 
ments has given people generally an idea 
that they are grotesque assemblies, far out- 
doing an oil refinery and perhaps compa- 
rable to the daffy layout of a Rube Gold- 
bérg cartoon. Compton upset this notion. 

An early term for an installation was 
“pile.” Now an equivalent, ‘‘reactor,” is 
favored. The scientists started out with a 
‘pile’ of blocks of uranium and graphite, 
in which, as a result of radioactivity, a 
“chain reaction’’ occurred. This was atom 
splitting, a serial reaction of nuclear fis- 
sion. Some of the piles in use are huge, 
but some have been devised which are small 
enough to stand on a table; the latter use 
enriched materials and the scientists, who 
have not lost the human touch through 
dealing with cosmic forces, call them “egg 
boilers.” 

‘‘A reactor,” Compton explained, “is a 
earefully built pile of blocks, usually in the 
form of a cube. This pile is surrounded by 
a shield against the radioactivity within, 
which is made of concrete or steel and is 
several feet thick. The whole thing then 


looks like a massive cube of steel or con- 
crete; it looks simple, which it 
is. Once it has been. operated 
there can be no access to the in- 
ome terior, for it becomes radioactive 
-*. and highly lethal.”

is noteworthy that no single case 
of 235 filed since July 1 has gone 
beyond the stage of conference 
and conciliation for satisfactory 
settlement, Neglect to comply 
with an order of the commission 
subjects offenders, on conviction 
in State Supreme Court, to jail 
imprisonment for not more than 
one year, a $500 fine or both.

Restraint Used. 


The self-imposed restraint exer- 
cised by the five-member State 
Commission Against Discrimina- 
tion is disclosed by the record of 
proceedings during the nine 
months of its existence. About 45 
complaints were dismissed after 
inquiry and closed hearings indi- 
cated they were without founda- 
tion. Nearly 60 were dropped be- 
cause the commission conceded in- 
adequate jurisdiction, and about 
85 cases have been adjusted 
through conciliation, or in less for- 
mal parlance, by “talking it over” 
with the offending employer. 


Thus far it has not been neces- 
sary to bring a single defendant 
to court on formal charges of 
violation of the Ives-Quinn Law 
against discrimination, passed 
after turbulent debate by the 
State Legislature in 1945 and 
signed in the spring of that year 
by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey who 
had urged passage of the measure 
against sturdy opposition, short, 
however, of filibuster. The most 
optimistic observer hardly expects 
continuance of this perfect com- 
pliance.

Only recently, when complaint 
of discriminatory practice was 
made against three large New 
York public utilities, a Judge of 
the Kings County Court advised 
his grand jury against considering 
indictment in the caseg on the 
ground that the existing legisla- 
tion “lacked teeth” for enforce- 
ment. This was promptly denied 
by Chairman Henry C. Turner of 
the State Commission Against Dis- 
crimination, . 


Progress Made. 


“Ample evidence exists,” he said, 
“to show that progress has been 
made in the elimination of racial 
and religious discrimination in em- 
ployment. The Commission does 
not minimize the magnitude of its 
task but compliance with the pro- 
visions of the law by some of the 
larger employers in the depart- 
ment store field, banks and insur* 
ance companies and others in the 
City of New York is cumulative 
evidence of a convincing char- 
acter. 

“Since passage of the law, many 
employers throughout the State 
have changed their employment 
practices. Members of minority 
groups are being employed and re- 
tained in employment to a degree 
far beyond that prior to the law’s 
enactment. Hundreds of employers 
have submitted their employment 
practices to this Commission for 
review. In no instance in which 
a complaint has been filed has the 
Commission failed in its efforts 
to effect the elimination of the 
discriminatory practice.”

“in many cases employment must 
be reached through the doorway 
of a union, and it is therefore es- 
sential that unions do not dis- 
criminate against Negroes or any 
minority group. This Commission 
is contacting all the unions in 
which there is any evidence of 
discrimination, Restrictive clauses 
in their by-laws or constitutions 
will be removed. We have the 
assurance from many unions that 
they will not discriminate because 
of a person's race, creed, color or 
national origin.” 


Commission’s Authority.

He pointed out that the unions 
are not required by law to solicit 
such membership, but under the 
Ives-Quinn legislation they must 


receive otherwise qualified appli- 
cants. 


The principles of employment 
conduct in the venue of the State 
Commission Against Discrimina- 
tion are three-fold. Authority for 
their far-reaching implications, 
now defined by statute, is found. 
ed on an amendment to the State 
Constitution as an addition to the 
Bill of Rights: 


“No person shall be denied the 
equal protection of the laws of 
this state or any subdivision 
thereof. No person shall, because 
of race, color, creed or religion, 
be subjected to any discrimination 
in his civil rights by any other 
person or by any firm, corporation 
or institution or by the state or 


any agency or subdivision of the 
state.” 


Opponents of the Ives-Quinn 
legislation who pleaded that the 
measure was an invasion of civil 
rights were confronted with this 
clause, described by constitutional 
authorities here as “revolutionary” 
in that “it cannot be found in the 
constitution of any -other state 
or in the Constitution of the Fed- 
eral Government.” Legal support, 
thus, was sufficient for the three 
stern statutory definitions of “un 
lawful employment practice.” 


What Law Provides. 


It is illegal: 

1. For an employer, because of 
the race, creed, color or na- 
tional origin of any individual, 
to refuse to hire or employ or 
to bar or to discharge from em- 
ployment such individual or te 
discriminate against such indi- 
vidual in compensation or in 
terms, conditions or privileges 
of employment; 


2. For a labor organization 
(for identical reasons) to exclude 
or to expel from its membership . 
such individual or to discrimi- . 
nate in any way against any of 
its members or against any em- 
ployer or any individual em- 
ployed by an employer; 

3. For any employer or em 
‘ployment agency to print or cim 


culate or cause to be printed or 
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sion of union membership that 


accepted in those unions before. —

Lest We Forget 


Far-called, our navies melt away— 

On dune and headland sinks the fire— 
Lo, all our pomp of yesterday 

Is one with Nineveh and Tyre! 
Judge of the Nations, spare us yet, 

Lest we forget, lest we forget! 

Thus wrote Kipling, arch-apostle of British 
imperialism, in a soul-searching moment at a 
time when the Empire’s areas on the world 
map had reached a high tide in extent and 
power. His “Recessional” was designed to shake 
the British people out of complacency, and its 
surging stanzas endure as a warning to all the 
nations against false pride, against glorying in 
temporal strength, against departure from the 
truths that are fundamental for national sur- 
vival. 

Now as perhaps never before America and 
the world need a strong voice and a vigorous 
leadership to sound the insistent warning cry, 
“Lest we forget.” For the tragic truth is that 
the world is slipping back to its disastrous old 
ways, and America shows distressing signs of 
forgetting its duties, forgetting its obligations, 
forgetting the lessons of the past. 

Much of that past is so relatively recent and 
of such deadly import that forgetting it would 
seem to justify the epigram of a cynical his- 
torian: “Men learn from history only that men 
learn nothing from history.” 

Is the lesson that peace cannot endure with- 
out full and honest co-operation among the na- 
tions to be so soon forgotten? Are we to forget 
the costly lesson that defeated enemies return to 
mighty and destructive power unless the roots 
of their militarism and its ideology are per- 
manently killed? Can we forget that spheres 
of influence and balances of power and military 
alliances are not preventers but makers of war; 
that imperialism and jealous nationalism are a 
menace to peace? 

Yet today we see nation intriguing against 
nation,-even before mankind’s “second chance,” 
the peace organization of the United Nations, 
has had time to do more than begin its func- 
tioning. Statesmen begin to carve up the world 
again, and heated nationalists fiercely assert 
their claims to bits of territory—in a day when 
the atomic bomb has made borders and security 
zones of less worth than ever before in history. 
Mighty nations apply pressure on weaker neigh- 
bors, prolong the occupation of smaller allies, 
move with laggard steps, if at all, to satisfy 
their dependencies’ longing for independence. 

“Bring the boys back home” was the whee- 
dling cry after the last war that prematurely 
ended the occupation of Germany, and gave its 
impenitent militarists their chance to re-arm, 
then plunge the world into war again. Today 
our duty of policing and re-education in both 
Germany and Japan is handicapped by the hasty 
demobilization of our forces and the failure 
to send replacements. Despite the warnings 
of military men and policy officials, Congress 
quibbles and wrangles on draft extension. 

It flirts with the enticing idea of removing 
or mutilating price controls, forgetful of the 
boom and bust that followed their withdrawal 
after World War I. While the war was on, 
Congressmen joined the national chorus of 
“Nothing is too good for our fighting men,” but 
now they forget, for the returning soldier can 
find no roof to shelter his family, or sufficient 
clothing for his own resumption of civilian life. 

It is not in Congress alone that complacency 
and cynicism order the day. The public is 
caught by speculative fever. Too many yawn 
when food conservation is urged so that some 
of our plenty may feed the starving millions 
abroad. Business and labor irresponsibility 
grows in demands for unrestricted price rises 
and wage increases. All the follies of the 
1920s, springing as before from war-weariness 
and the longing for soft, easy-money living, 
are being repeated. 

How can these follies be tolerated unless men 
and women, all the way from the White House 
down to Main Street, have forgotten that the 
consequences were economic collapse, world 
depression and global, war? 

Where is the voice of leadership that will 


remind America and the world of their recent 


tragic cycles, and make the echoes resound with 
the warning words, “Lest we forget’’? 

If the victims of the dismal ‘30s are now 
forgotten, at least the graves of our war dead 
are still fresh. Would it be so hard a task to 
refresh the memories of those who seem all too 
ready to forget why these had to give their 
lives, and for what lofty aims they went to death?

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Hospital Nuisances 

Hospital visitors, says the St. Louis Medical 
Society’s bulletin, could be tolerated during the 
war when they did for free some of the jobs 
hospitals were paid for, but “now that crisis is 
past and visitors havé regained their former 
status as Grade A nuisance.” Out, then, until the 
next emergency, with at least 75 per cent of 
them.

The Federal deficit this year will be al- 

*. most seven billion dollars less than was an- 

ticipated, President Truman announced. It 

‘had already been announced that there 

should actually be a Federal surplus next 
year. 

OPA Administrator Paul Porter said that 
the proposed price control amendments will 
cost two billions a year in higher prices. 

In one day, wholesale fresh strawberries 
at St. Louis leaped from $6.87 a crate to 
from $8 to $9.36; most retailers raised prices 
from 39 to 49 cents a pint, or 26 per cent. 


The unifying principle in these three news 
items is that all deal with inflationary phe- 
nomena which will be greatly mitigated or 
greatly intensified by the course of early con- 
gressional decisions. 

A falling deficit is automatically counter-in- 
flationary, provided that Congress resists the 
election-year temptation to cut taxes further. 
Mr. Truman warned against cutting. Fortu- 
nately, the tax chieftains in both houses of 
Congress seem to agree with him, if they do 
not indeed know that cuts have already gone 
too far too fast. 

Mr. Porter’s worries, however, and the peo-~- 
ple’s worries with him, are something else. Not 
only would the OPA amendments fatten the 
bankrolls of automobile and other durable goods 
dealers with bigger dollar margins than they 
have enjoyed since about 1929. Not only would 
they cause clothing makers to concentrate on 
high-priced lines. Not only would they throw 
still another bounty to cotton dealers. Not only 
would they jump meat 6 cents a pound. They 
would also knock the wage “pattern” into a 
cocked hat and jerk the economic order to a 
still dizzier inflation height before the defenses 
are fully staked out on the present one. 

And the strawberries? The strawberries, one 
might say, are a homely moral for Congress- 
men who like the siren song of the control- 
junkers. For the difference between 39 and 49 
cents is that Thursday’s berries were price-ceil- 
inged and Friday’s were not. 
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Now that the Army has helped make the 
world safe for democracy, it’s only fair that the 
Army should do the same for itself. 
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Let the Bikini Bomb Test Go On 


Some of the Senators who urge that the Bikini 
atom bomb test be called off are saying it would 
be a threat to world peace. On the contrary, 
would it not be a decided contribution toward 
world peace? ; 

Certainly the spectacle of that cataclysmic de- 
structive force in action should impress all those 
present at the explosion, and all who got the 
witnesses’ reactions via radio and the printed 
word, with the life-and-death necessity for con- 
trolling this dread creation of science and for 
outlawing war from the world. 

Compilation of technical data from the test 
may be important to military men and scientists, 
Of greater long-run importance to humanity in 
general is the gigantic warning signal that will 
rise in the great mushroom of cloud and gases 
towering over Bikini. To drive that warning 
home, the test should have the largest possible 
audience—Congressmen, delegates from all the 
nations, civilian leaders, writers. Each witness, 
it is safe to say, will return home as an emphatic 
missionary of world peace. 

By all means, let the test go on. The reper- 
cussions of that colossal blast should be enough 
to jolt the human race into support of controls 
and of collective security that will avert the 
catastrophe of the bomb’s future use in war. 
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The Navy has announced the removal of 
some 10,000 mines from East Asian coasts and 
in open sea areas. Succinctly, the Pacific is 
now pacific. 
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Mr. Truman Speaks Out 

Lights burned late in the topside offices of 
Washington Admirals, after President Truman 
rebuked the Navy for lobbying against the pro- 
posed merger of the armed forces. There is an 
off chance that those lights may have signaled 
some illuminating thought on the subject, but 
that seems unlikely, judging from reports that 
several naval leaders may resign in a huff. 

Mr. Truman had every right to rebuke the 
Navy. In fact, the rebuke was overdue. The 
President is the Commander in Chief, yet here 
were his Admirals strongly opposing his pro- 
posal to merge the services. Since when does 
the Navy advocate letting subordinates try to 
overrule the commander? 

More than that, the Navy was letting jealousy 
of the Army, and fear of Army domination, 
mislead it into trying to contradict the lessons 
of modern war. Those lessons teach the abso- 
lute necessity for unity of top command, uni- 


-*fied planning and unity of execution on the 


field of battle. Victory no longer rests with the 
best sea or ground or air forces, but with the 
best combination. 

The Navy is not alone, however, in selfish 
lobbying. Right now the Army is working like 
a well-organized publicity agency to promote a 
bill which would give it control of atomic 
research. ‘That would hamper our scientists, 
harass their research and discard the American 
tradition of civilian supremacy over the mili- 


tary. Mr. Truman could well demand a stop of . 


such military meddling. 

More vigor would become the President. Mr. 
Truman has sometimes shown a troubled uncer- 
tainty about the proper uses of presidential 
power. He has remained mute at times while 
men he has appointed, and is presumed to di- 
rect, have hindered major Administration pol- 
icy. 

His rebuke to the Navy, and his promise at 
Hyde Park to “carry on in the way of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt,” lead to hopeful expectation that 
Mr, Truman will recognize the necessity for 
strong leadership in these restless days.

Protection against disaster of atomic armament race is offered in

In 1914 the Harvard philosopher, Josiah 
Royce, wrote a book called “War and ‘In- 
surance.” It was an effort to find a prac- 
tical answer to the perennial problem of 
peace. He found it in the institution 
known as mutual] insurance. 

Royce’s thesis was that an international 
fund, administered by trustworthy methods, 
was a more promising security for peace 
than any form of international force, dis- 
posed of by an uncertain diplomacy and 
composed of elements the cohesion of which 
in a crisis was more than doubtful, 


Unfortunately Royce’s life was cut short 
before he could work out his idea in detail. 
It has been left to the authors of “A Re- 
port on the International Control of Atomic 
Energy” to apply it to the outstanding 
problem of the modern age—the problem 
of atomic power in a world of competitive 
sovereignties. 

The report, prepared for the Secretary 
of State’s Committee on Atomic Energy, 
was written by a board of consultants 
under the chairmanship of David E. Lilien- 
thal, chairman of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. The names of the consultants 
will inspire confidence in any circle, scien- 
tific, political or economic, 


Politics Abreast of Science 


Their report, a 61-page document, is ob- 
tainable for 20 cents from the Superintend- 
ent of Documents, United States Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington 25, D.C., 
and if there is not a rush for it, I shall 
misjudge both the intellectual curiosity and 
the public spirit in these United States. 


The report is a sign that the political 
expertness exists to cope with or match a 
physical discovery astounding enough to 
herald a new age. But what strikes me 
most forcibly about it—and, parenthetically, 
this is an object lesson to the nation’s 
economists—is the demonstration that it'af- 
fords of intellectual teamwork in action. 


All the consultants came to this com- 
mon task with well-stored and sophisticated 
minds which, however, were far apart. 
They worked and almost lived together for 
weeks, during which time they rubbed their 
brains together like reasonable men and 
then rose from their labors in complete 
agreement, 

The impetus which set these men to 
work, aside from the assignment itself, 
was a driving awareness of the urgency of 
it. Peace, in very truth, “broke out” on 
V-J day. The nations, as a result of the 
dropping of the atom bomb on Japan, 
started at once to develop one of their own. 


Atomic Arms Race Must Stop 


Since it is this nation’s monopoly of the 
bomb that started the race, it is equally 
this nation’s responsibility to develop a 
rational and workable plan to stop it. 

Of importance ahead of anything else is 
the need to show the American people the 
grim necessity of stopping the atomic 
armament race. The difficulty here is to 
persuade anybody who has a monopoly to 
give it up. 

We can exclaim until we are black in 
the face about the wrongness of a monop- 
oly, but we shall make few converts. This 
report stresses, instead, the pointlessness 
of our atomic monopoly. 

There are valid differences of opinion on 
the time that it would take other nations 


to come abreast of our present position or 
to surpass it. Though most scientists give 
us a five-year run of supremacy, the writ- 
ers, deferring perhaps to military opinion, 
are content to say, “It is generally admitted 
that during the next five to 20 years the 
situation will have changed profoundly.” 


The plan would not give away our su- 
perior position. The essence of it is a 
coupling of gradualness with safeguards 
in the establishment of an Atomic Develop- 
ment Authority. 


Steps Toward World Control 


The first stage would be the discussions 
in the Atomic Energy Commission which 
already has been set up by the UN. In 
this body we shall be called upon to con- 
tribute some of our knowledge of atomic 
science as an earnest of our sincerity, 


The next stage would be to discuss a 
charter for an Atomic Development Au- 
thority. Even after the establishment of 
the authority, international control would 
proceed in stages. First would come the 
passing under authority control of all the 
matter which is indispensable in the pro- 
duction of fissionable material on a scale 
large enough to make explosives or power. 


Here there would be another opportu- 
nity to test the sincerity of the member 
nations. For all countries would have to 
be opened up to the authority so that no 
deposit should escape control. This would 
be the second hurdle for the nations to 
surmount after the Atomic Commission of 
the United Nations has been enabled to 
set the conditions of chartering. 


But this step would be decisive. Armed 
with this right, the authority would be 
entrenched and could proceed with its man- 
date of monopolizing and controlling all 
intrinsically dangerous operations in the 
nuclear field. 


How Danger Is Removed 


This power would be made decisive by 
a simple device, The fissionable material 
would be denatured before it was leased 
to national authorities, 


Thus the authority would shoulder the 
responsibility for the dangerous activities 
in the field of atomic energy. All these 
functions would be denationalized. They 
would be denationalized by being shared 
by a world agency, 


This is the mutual] insurance that Josiah 
Royce wrote about. Instead of a force, 
there would be a fund, and it would be a 
fund that would be of profit to all, and of 
danger or menace to none. 


But this document is of more than 
esoteric significance. It deserves a na- 
tional readership. Here the ordinary citi- 
zen, with his life-and-death stake in the 
problem, will find a focus for thinking 
and an inspiration for doing. 


Its adoption will not insure peace, but 
it would put the American house in order 
so that we could deserve peace,

In Two Posthumous Novels 


(Viking

“Star of the Unborn,” by Frans Werfel.

“The Bulwark,’ by Theodore Dreiser.

These two novels, aside from the fact 
that both are posthumous works of impor- 
tant writers, and have been published with- 
in a few weeks of each other, suggest some 
very interesting parallels and contrasté. 

Neither represents the best work of its 
author. Both show that the authors felt 
during their last years a need for religious 
faith, and both state a certain religious 
faith, advanced by each man tentatively 
and with apparent awareness that the faith 
is based on an emotional need that defies 
rationalism, 

* * * 

Franz Werfel’s fantasy takes us to a 
world a hundred thousand years older, 
which has continued to progress until dis- 
orderliness and suffering have been elimi- 
nated, as has much of the vitality that 
makes life worth suffering. But human 
nature remains the same. Werfel’s impli- 
cation that this is the inevitable way of 
progress seems to me to involve a simple 
either-or fallacy. Progress need not, and 
probably will not, afflict man with a world 
quite so sterile, quite so dehumanized. 

Werfel’s admiration of Catholicism is 
here seen in conjunction with a kind of 
conservatism which does the cause of the 
church little good. In spite of the humor 
and wisdom which the book often displays, 
it is rather lacking in humanity. A lack 
of sympathy for others wéights it down 
and is partly responsible for its slow move- 
ment. And the book is much too long.

Dreiser’s novel, on the contrary, is too 
short. He has not given himself enough 
space to develop the characters he creates, 
Despite this fact, the story comes alive. 
Partly this is due to his ability as story- 
teller, to the sheer impetus of narration, 
a too frequently despised gift. But far 
more its interest is due to Dreiser’s great 
sympathy for the people he invents, Dreiser 
the humanitarian is the greatest asset 
Dreiser the novelist possessed. His style 
is as bad as ever; his sentences clank along 
gracelessly, and one is genuinely surprised 
when a sentence now and then attains 
beauty and dignity. 

The story concerns a Quaker, whose life 
—and that of his family—is torn to bits by 
the conflict of his faith with twentieth 
century American industrialism. The sym- 
pathy Dreiser feels for Solon Barnes and 
his family shows his attack to be not 
against persons but against a system. And 
Dreiser’s apparent acceptance of the need 
of religion is simpler, less institutionalized 
and more humane than Werfel’s acctep- 
tance. It is the religion of a great hu- 
manitarian, 

With all its shortcomings, Dreiser’s novel 
has more flesh and blood in it than Wer- 
fel's: it attempts less and, thanks to his 
humanity, it achieves more.

So far the papers exist only in 
mimeographed form. The authors, 
led by Prof. William E. Stephens, 
have made attempts to find a 
publisher, but as this is written 
have not met with success. 

The existence of these mimeo- 


graphed copies has caused some 
stir in Washington. Statements 
have been made in the press that 
they include information still clas- 
sified as top secret by the Govern- 
ment and that the authors, none 
of whom were members of the 
Manhattan District, have by their 
own efforts uncovered important 
facts which Maj. Gen. Leslie R. 
Groves has been striving to keep 
from them. 

Using this surmise ae a spring- 
board, those who have heard of 
the University of Pennsylvania 
book go on to say that the Man- 
hattan District has its head deep- 
ly buried in the sand, and that 
any competent physicist has avail- 
able at least enough information 
to make atomic bombs, 


Limitations Expressed. 


To one who has gone through 
the book, these statements appear 
particularly unfounded, The au- 
thors make no such pretense. 
They say only that the book has 
been prepared from information 
available to all physicists, and im- 
ply that Gen. Groves has been 
overzealous in his censorship— 
that he has attempted to build a 
wall of secrecy around well estab- 
lished fact. 

The limitations—and in a way 
the principal virtue—of the book 
are well expressed in its foreword 
written by Dr. G. P. Harnwell, 
chairman of the department of 
physics at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. 

“There is nothing herein,” Dr. 
Harnwell writes, “that any phys- 
jicist, be he American, English, 
Russian, French, Indian or Chi- 
nese, could not already know if 
he had himself taken the time 
to rework the excellent report of 
Dr. H. D. Smyth and current 
literature of physics with nuclear 
fission in mind.” 


Drew on Old Material. 


The book is rich in references, 
and these give an accurate idea 
of the manner in which it was 
compiled. For the most part, the 
authors have drawn on materia] 
published between 1939, when the 
fission of uranium was first an- 
nounced, and 1941, when a volun- 
tary censorship, later followed by 
a formal censorship, choked off 
the flow of material. 


Almost every reference, 
those to material published by 
German scientists, is to the work 
of scientists who were later mem- 
bers of the Manhattan District. 

Beyond those early papers, the 
book draws heavily on the Smyth 
report. In that extraordinary 
piece of work there is a world of 
information and a world of infer- 
ence available to any one with 
the price of a copy. The authors 
take full advantage of it, as might 
be expected from their training. 


From this mass of information, 
they make deductions. At each 
step they warn that they are 
guessing and that only those 
scientists who actually took part 
in the project are in a position to 
judge the validity of their guesses. 
Their own statement, in the book, 
is clear enough: “While the funda- 
mental data obtained during the 
war are not yet available, enough 
is known approximately from pub- 
lished material (or can be esti- 
mated from basic physical con- 
siderations) to give us confidence 
in the validity of the main details 
of our interpretations and con- 
clusions.” 

Some Guesses Spectacular. 


reach the conclusion that 10 
pounds of U235 would supply 100 
kilowatts of power for 75 years. 
They speculate on the amount of 
fissionable material in a bomb 
and arrive at the broad estimate 
of 24 to 80 pounds. They discuss 
the manner in which the bomb is 
detonated and suggest alternative 
methods—by shooting small pieces 
of U235 together, for example, or 
by suddenly compressing a mass 
of U235. 

These are all very interesting 
guesses, some—or all—of which 
may be correct. They are guesses

make, after a little study, which 
is exactly why the university 
group’ made them.

Some of their guesses are spec- 
tacular. They estimate the size 
of a uranium power plant, and 


that reason, they can hardly be 
held to constitute a breach of 
security. 


As the authors themselves re- 
peat time after time, there is 
tremendous room for serious error 
in a field as new and as broad as 
the field of nuclear energy. So 
long as their guess remains a 
guess, it can offer little solace io 
an enemy seeking to build an 
atomic bomb. Work must still be 
done to turn those guesses into 
certainty. 


Explaining, in one chapter, why 
their results are tentafive, the au- 
thors write, ““‘We need to know the 
details of the fission processes— 
average number of neutrons re- 
leased, energy released, fission 
cross-sections, etc., as well as 
cross-sections for all accompany- 
ing neutron processes, such as 
scattering and absorption in ura- 
nium, in pocsible impurities, in 
possible moderators and in the 
fission products. We need to know 
the densities, atomic concentra- 
tions and neutron mean free paths 
for the moderator and the fission- 
able materials.” 


They need, in short, to know ex- 
actly those things that the Man- 
hattan District passed five years 
in discovering. This book ends 
where the Manhattan District be- 
gan. The guesses and estimates 
made by the university group are 
exactly the guesses and estimates 
made by the Manhattan group 
when they began work, 


Some Very Likely Correct. 


It is very likely that some of 
their guesses are correct. They 
have, after all, a tremendous ad- 
vantage over the scientists who 
made the bomb—the university 
group knows that a chain reac- 
tion can be made to go and that 
a bomb can be successfully de- 
tonated. That knowledge was de- 
nied their fellows when they be- 
gan their work in 1939. 

But, as the Manhattan District 
is quick to admit, the best of 
guesses had a way of being wrong 
in the work of making the bomb. 
The road to success.lay in hard 
work, and not in estimates. It 
lay in certainty, not in approxi- 
mation. 

Despite published reports, Gen. 
Groves was not particularly dis- 
tressed when he ‘heard about the 
book, nor is he particularly dis- 
tressed at the prospect of see- 
ing it published. His concern is 
that a member of the Manhattan 
District should tell] the authors 
“this guess is wrong, and that 
guess,is right.” Then there would 
be a leak of information, and 
Gen. Groves has made it abun- 
dantly clear that he does not 
welcome leaks of information. 

Another portion of the book in- 
dicates how far it is from reveal- 
ing the bomb to those who are 
lucky enough to find a copy. Ina 
chain-reacting pile the uranium 
must "be surrounded by a pro- 
tecting metal. The university 
group applies physical theory 
and decides that aluminum is the 
proper metal; then goes on to 
other matters,

But it is meant to deprecate the 

wild statements that the existence 
of the book has called forth. It is 
not a guidebook to the bomb. A 
Soviet physicist would certainly 
welcome it as an addition to his 
library, but no more than he 
would welcome a bound volume of 
“Physical Review” or a good deal 
of other material freely published 
here and anywhere else. It is a 
text and a good one, worth any 
man’s $5 or so. Beyond that it 
does not pretend to go. 
It has, indirectly, one additional 
value. It could serve, if it were 
made required reading, to quiet 
once and for all those persons who 
still believe that the atomic bomb 
is a formula, locked in a safe 
somewhere and available to any 
one holding*’the combination. 

The bomb was a monumental 
piece of work. To duplicate it 
another nation would have to du- 
plicate that work, There is no 
easy way. 

At the same time, as the book 
makes clear, another nation Can- 
not be prevented from duplicating 
our bomb, if that nation wishes 
to devote the effort to the prob- 
lem that this country devoted. 
Here, in this book, are the fun- 
damentals of the bomb and an 
outline of the work that must 
be done to bring the bomb into 
being. They are in the book be- 
cause they are in the minds of 
physicists, whatever the nation- 
ality of those physicists may be. 
Writing or not writing them down 
makes no difference whatsoever. 


Authors Refused to Submit Book 
to Censorship by Army. 


As reported in last Thursday’s 

Post-Dispatch, Dr. William E. 
Stephens, a native St. Louisan 
and editor of the book, “Nuclear 
Fission and Atomic Energy,” has 
protested against a publisher’s in- 
sistence that the work be sub- 
jected to Army censorship. 
Dr. Stephens, 33-year-old assist- 
ant professor of physics at the 
University of Pennsylvania, and 
eight other faculty members col- 
laborated on the book. 

It was reported that the Mc- 
Graw-Hill Publishing Co. of New 
York, to which the book was sub- 
mitted, informed the authors that 
certain sections would have to be 
deleted and the rest cleared with. 
the War Department in the inter- 
est of national security. 

The authors refused, asserting 
the manuscript contained no ma- 
terial that had not been published 
elsewhere or could not be deduced 
from information previously pub- 
lished, 

A spokesman for the group said 
that if the manuscript were sub- 
mitted to Army censors, “they 
might classify it as secret infor- 
mation, and we would never be 
able to publish any of it. We will 
publish it ourselves if it becomes 
clear that nobody else will. If 
the Army’s Manhattan Engineer- 
ing District should object to its 
publication, we believe they would 
be exceeding their authority.” 


SOVIET JUDGE REACHES JAPAN

Compromise Service Merger Plan

important factor in the problem of the armed 
forces merger, The Senate Military. Affairs Committee has at 
last reported a hodge-podge bill to unify Army, Navy and Air 
Force in a single defense department. 


The wiseacres predict that 


the measure will pass the Senate this session, but feel pretty sure 
that it cannot get over the further hurdles of action by the House 


and the Congressional conference committee. 


If this forecast is 


correct, no law will be placed on the statute books and sound Amer- 
ican defense planning will continue to be impossible. 


Under the circumstances, there- 
fore, it is remarkably interesting 


that Secretary of the Navy James 
Forrestal and Admiral of the 
Fleet Chester Nimitz have offered 
a compromise solution to their 
opposite numbers in the War De- 
partment, Secretary Robert Pat- 
terson and General of the Army 
Eisenhower, 


During the past weeks, there have 
in fact been many conferences be- 
twecn the civilian secretaries and 
service chiefs. The effort on both 
sides to find a common meeting 
ground has been prolonged and 
sincere. Major concessions to the 
principle of service unification 
were made by the Navy. At one 
moment, it did not seem improb- 
able that arbitrators would be 
named after an agreement in 
principle had been reached. The 
scheme was to let former Assist- 
ant Secretary John J. McCloy, 
and Forrestal’s friend, Ferdinand 
Eberstadt, who conducted the 
Navy unification studies, embody 
the agreement in principle in a 
new bill, which would be present- 
ed to Congress jointly by both 
departments, Prompt action would 
then have been certain, 


Brig. Gen. Harry Truman? 


In the end, Patterson and Eisen- 
hower rejected the Navy's over- 
tures. They considered the Navy 
compromise less good than the 
bill now offered by. the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee. They 
did not share the fear of the wise- 
acres that Congress would not 
complete action before the ses- 
sion ended. And they relied on the 
all-out support of President Tru- 
man. (It is indicative of the 
President’s feeling for the Army 
that he made a desperate effort 
to leave the Senate and get into 
uniform when the war started. 
Historical ironists may amuse 
themselves by speculating on 
what would have happened if Gen. 
eral of the Army Marshall, to 
whom Truman applied personally, 
had yielded his consent. Would 
he today have been Brig. Gen. 
Harry S. Truman of the Service 
of Supply?) 

What Forrestal offered was, In 
brief, as follows: First, appoint- 
ment of a Secretary of Common 
Defense. He would have had 
broad powers to co-ordinate the 
administration, review the budgets 
and eliminate competition and 
overlapping of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force. Second, forma- 
tion of a joint common defense 
staff, headed by a single chief of 
staff for common defense, at- 
tached to the new secretary. The 
new Chief of Staff and his 
subordinates, who would have 
been recruited from the best of- 
ficers of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, would have enjoyed broad 
authority to establish national de- 
fense strategy, formulate missions 
of the three services, allocate 
service functions, and reach high 
level logistical decisions. Third, 
appointment of three Secretaries 
of War, Navy and Air Force, to 
head three sub-departments, in 
which each of the services would 
have retained its administrative 
and corporate identity. These 
Secretaries of War, Navy and Air 
would have had the right to ap- 
peal to the President’ direct, 
through the Secretary of Com- 
mon Defense, thus protecting the 
three services from excessive in- 
terference. 

These are important differences 


vocated by the War Department. 
The Navy offer concentrated the 
planning authority in the Secre- 
tary for Common Defense and his 
military staff. But there it 
ended. The chain of command 
from the top down was not con- 
tinuous, so that the Chief of Staff 
for Common Defense could not, 
for example, have reached into 
the Naval staff to discipline an 
unco-operative Admiral. Further- 
more, the present Naval and Mili- 
tary Affairs Committees of the 
Congress would have continued in 
existence, and a new one, on Air 
Affairs, would have been created. 
Patterson and Eisenhower argued 
that these features meant con- 
tinuation of inter-service rivalry 
and bickering. 


Muddling Through. 


It is hard now to judge whether 
they were right or wrong in re- 
fusing to take half a loaf from 
Forrestal and Nimitz. It must be 
said, however, that the fate of 
other projects for governmental 
improvement has not been en- 
couraging. In the case of the 
plan for an American Secret Serv- 
ice, for example, some action has 
been taken. The Central Intel- 
ligence Authority has been estab- 
lished, Agents to collect clande- 
stine intelligence are being re- 
cruited. But the Research and 
Analysis Branch of the intelligence 
effort, which was transferred from 
OSS to the State Department, is 
now being allowed to wither away, 
after one of the stupidest exhibi- 
tions of Congressional red-baiting 
on record, (Col. McCormack, head 
of Research and Analysis, who was 
denounced as a Communist-har- 
borer, is in fact an intimate friend 
and college classmate of that old 
fellow-traveler, Gov. Dewey of 
New York. 


Thus Central Intelligence will 
lack the inner mechanism which 
is needed by all good secret serv- 
ices. 

Similarly, effective government 
reorganization seems to have been 
forgotten: State Department re- 
organization is proceeding with all 
the speed of frozen molasses, and 
the vital project to create a cab- 
inet secretariat has been dropped 
after being put forward by the 
joint chiefs of staff. Apparently, 
‘slovenly muddle is to be the per- 
manent climate of the United 
States Government,

Studying German Progress. 

That is one of the _ simpler 
items in a long list of German 
progress in the war sciences 
which technical’ intelligence ex- 
perts of the Army Air Forces 
are studying. 

These experts form a group 
know as T-2, Col. Donald L. 
Putt, directly in charge, feels 
that. the information being ac- 
cumulated in Europe should 
bring the United States up to 
the German level in supersonics 
(the science of motion faster 
than sound), jets and rockets 
within a very short time. He feels 
also that every possible use should 
be made of German scientists. 

“The documents we have areé 
history,” he told me, “but the 
brains of German scientists are 
in the future. The British are 
working with the German experts 
right in their own laboratories, 
which are operating full blast.” 

Scores of German scientists have 
been brought to the United States, 
and some of their laboratories also 
are being hauled thousands of 
miles here. More than 230 tons 
of documents and some 3000 tons 
of equipment have been collected. 

German influence in allied aero- 
nautical design became apparent 
with V-E day, when the way was 
opened for collection teams to 
rush through surrendered terri- 
tory. 

Some American war planes then 
on the drawing board were 
changed because of what was 
learned from German develop- 
ment of the “swept-back” wing. 

Our experts knew the Germans 
were using a sharp sweep-back, 
but they didn’t know why. They 
learned that it helped solve the 
problem of compregsibility of air 
at very high speeds. 

The Allies learned also about a 
swept-back propeller. Blades which 
curve back like a boomerang are 
being tested at Wright Field, and 
production contracts are under 
consideration, 

Other Important Developments. 

Here are some of the other im- 
portant items in which Germany 
showed the way to the Allies:

New Wave of Nationalism. | 
Egypt now is in the midst of @ 
new wave of nationalism. Political 
parties, the press and student or- 
ganizations are demanding evacu- 
ation of British troops, unity of 
Egypt and the Anglo-Egyptian Su- 
dan free of British control. The 
British agreed early this year to 
the current negotiations for revi- 
sion of the 1936 alliance. 
Nokrashy Pasha fell as primd 
minister in February because 
demonstrating students contended 
his demands on the British for 
treaty revision were too weak, and 
denounced police methods used to 
check their demonstrations. 
Ismail Sidky Pasha, a 7l-year-

During a general strike on 
“evacuation day,” Feb. 21, an inci- 
dent involving British Army 
trucks, in which students contend- 
ed they were run down and the 
British said the drivers were at- 
tacked, led to an assault on Brit- 
ish barracks and the smashing of 
foreign-owned shopfronts. rit- 
ish troops opened fire. About 15 
Egyptians were killed and 150

Sidky Pasha barred further 
demonstrations, but at Alexandria 
during a “day of mourning” for

Suez in the Background. 

In the background of Anglo- 
Egyptian relations, of course, 
there always lies the Suez Canal. 

One member of the Egyptian

More moderate Egyptians fail te 
share this view, but many ardent 
nationalists feel that Britain's in- 
terest in Egypt is too closely tied

Even before the construction of 
the canal, Egypt's position at the 
crossroads of the trade routes to 
the Far East affected British in< 
terests. An overland route then 
was used for trans-shipment of 
goods across the Isthmus of Suez, 
and in 1798 Napoleon conquered 
Egypt in order to embarrass the 
British. 

The canal was constructed un- 
der a 99-year concession granted 
to the French by the old Khedive, 
Said, who died before the canal 
was completed. He was succeeded 
by Ismail, who became so en- 
tangled in financial difficulties

circulated any statement, adver- 
tisemenmt or publication, or to 
use any form of application for 
employment or to make any in- 
quiry in connection with pro- 
spective employment, which ex- 
presses, directly or indirectly, 
any limitation, specification or 
discrimination as to race, creed, 
color or national origin, or any 
intent to make any such limita- 
tion, specification or discrimina- 
tion unless based upon a genuine 
occupational qualification. 


One singular exception as pro- 
vided in the foregoing paragraph 
occurred in the case of a welder 
who told the commission shortly 
after it was established that em- 
ployment had been declined by a 
plant because he was born in Ger- 
many. He protested that as Hit- 
ler’s agents had caused his flight 
from Germany because one of his 
parents was Jewish, that he was 
the victim of discrimination. In- 
quiry disclosed that he had sought 
employment at a plant engaged in 
manufacturing elements of the 
atomic bomb, where native birth 
was a “genuine occupational quali- 
fication.” The case was speedily 
dismissed. 

Clarifying Rules. 

In line with the drastic require- 
ments of the same section of the 
statute, the commission has issued 
the following rulings to clarify 
interpretation for compliance, The 
14 points, it is significant to learn, 
were compiled in reply to fre- 
quently repeated questions sub- 
mitted by employers and employ- 
ment agencies. The following in- 
quiries, requirements or _ state- 
ments to a job applicant are 
deemed unlawful: 


1. Inquiry as to place of birth 
of applicant, parents, spouse or 
other close relatives; 


2. Requirement to produce a 
birth certificate or baptismal 
certificate; 


3. Inquiry into place of resi- 
dence of parents, spouse or other 
close relatives; 

4..Inquiry as to the maiden 
name of woman applicant, or if 
a man, the maiden name of his 
wife or as to the maiden name 
of the mother of either; 


5. Inquiry concerning names 


changed by court proceeding or 


otherwise; 

6. Inquiry to determine na- 
tive-born from naturalized citi- 
zens, or similar questions to gain 
that information; specifically, 
what.date was citizenship ac- 
quired, or when parents or 
spouse acquired citizenship. The 
employer is permitted to ask: 
“Are you a citizen?” and if the 
reply is negative, to inquire 
about intention; 

7. Requirement to 
naturalization papers; 
8. Inquiry as to whereabouts 
during World War I, 1914-1919; 
9. Inquiry as to religion, re- 
ligious affiliations, church, par- 
ish, pastor or holidays ob- 
served. The applicant may be 
told, for example, that it is a 
six-day job, but may not be told 
the specific holidays he may or 

may not work; 

10. Inquiry into lineage, racial 
ancestry or nationality; 

- il. Inquiry into military ex- 
‘perience unless limited to the 
armed forces of the United 

States; 

12. Inquiry as to complexion; 

13. Requirement to submit a 
photograph; 

14. Inquiry as to membership 
in organizations, the nameg or 
nature of which indicate re- 
ligion, race or national origin. 
It is specifically legal to ask 
concerning membership in the 
Communist party or the Ger- 
man-American Bund. 

After Employment. 

After employment, providing in- 
formation is not used in discrim- 
inatory fashion, an employer is 
permitted to determine the race, 
color and creed of his employe.

out that many firms, using ob- 
jectionable job application forms, 
have had no intention of dis- 
crimination and gererally speak- 
ing, the practices listed above 
have been readily abandoned. Be- 
fore the custom was discouraged, 
several ludicrous complaints in 
which applicants charged pro- 
spective employes of the same 
faith with prejudice, occupied the 
time of the commission. 

That no serious conflict in the 
ranks either of management or 
workers has arisen in the course 
of the relatively brief life of the 
Commission Against Discrimina- 
tion, has served to allay some of 
the forebodings expressed by op- 
ponents of the measure. Oddly 
enough, the opposition included 
groups and individuals with dis- 
tinguished records as liberals who 
feared ungovernable reactions to 
this effort as “legislating toler- 
ance.” Their objections were met 
by overwhelming dissent from rep- 
resentative social workers, edu- 
cators, clergymen, labor unionists 
and leaders of minority groups di- 
rectly affected by the law. 


Chairman Turner, in an ap- 
pearance before a special commit- 
tee of the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture charged with drafting an 
anti-discrimination bill, declared: 


“Many of the fears voiced at 
the impending passage of the New 
York law have been proved un- 
founded. We are not aware of a 
single instance of any business or 
industry leaving the State because 
of this law. As a matter of fact, 
in some areas industries are mov- 
ing in, 

“Reluctance to obey the law 
seems based more on fear of loss 
of trade or goodwill on the part 
of the rest of the employes than 
on individual prejudice. When 
these fears prove unfounded, the 
employer often becomes extremely 
co-operative. We feel that the 
fact that so many of the cases 
have been settled by conference 
and conciliation augurs well for 
— accomplishment under the 
aw.” 


No Mass Walkout. 


Turner pointed out in a discussion 
of this phase of the subject with 
the Post-Dispatch, none of the 
mass walkouts of employes, dire- 
fully predicted by timid analysts 
of the Ives-Quinn Law, have taken 
place in establishments where 
management has been persuaded 
to accept Negroes and members 
of other minority groups hither- 
to rejected on the ground that 
they would disturb fellow workers.

“Of course we are not going to 
change the conditions that have 
existed over the years within the 
next few months. It will take 
time for qualified persons of mi- 
nority groups adequately to pre- 
pare themselves but we can all 
see a great deal of progress being 
made. Negroes, for instance, are 
now behind the sales counters of 
all our department stores. They 
are working in some of our large 
banks, insurance companies and 
utilities. They are operators of 
Fifth avenue busses and there is 
no reason in the world why this 
law should not open up every in- 
dustry in the state to them.” 

Varied Racial Groups. 

Members of the commission are 
quite aware that the State of 
New York, especially New York 
City and environs, provides a par- 
ticularly appropriate stage to test 
the performance of a seriously-en- 
forced anti-discrimination law. 
The city and other’large indus- 
trial centers are populated by 
members of a wide assortment of 
racial and religious groups with a 
substantial census of foreign born. 
To a degree, these groups already 
are accustomed to the theory, at 
least, that they must live amicably 
in some manner. It is agreed that 
this is not by any means true of 
other geographical sections of the 
nation, and that application of the 
New York law would meet with 
more opposition elsewhere. 

Withal, a principal function of 
the New York Commission is to- 
ward “establishment of a broad 
program af education for the aboll- 
tion of discrimination in which 
local and regional advisory coun- 
cils, appointed by the Commission, 
will be utilized.” To this end, in 
their first six months of office, 
members publicly addressed meet- 
ings of more than 25,000 people; 
they engaged in round-table dis- 
cussions in hall and on radio net- 
work, and employer forums; fre- 
quent appearances have been 
made before social, governmental 
and civic agencies to explain and 
interpret the law. 

Conferences have been held 
with members of the New York 
State Department of Education 
as un initial step in the prepara- 
tion of a broader and more effec- 
tive program in public schools and 
colleges against discrimination. 
Meetings to discuss the subject 
have been arranged with directors 
of Adult Education and Parent- 
Teachers’ Associations to deter- 
mine both curricular and extra- 
curricular methods to combat dis- 
crimination. 

Similar Statutes. 

Elmer A. Carter, Negro member 
of the ,.Commission, asserted that 
the members assume the respon- 
sibility to bring “to practical real- 
ization the ideals of democracy by

A statute, similar in provisions 
to the New York law but lacking 
enforcement clauses, has been 
placed on the books in New 
Jersey. <Anti-discrimination laws 
considerably less comprehensive 
in scope, have been passed by 
legislators in Wisconsin and In- 
diana. It is the record of the 
New York State Commission 
Against Discrimination, however,

national Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Act, an Administration

16 years stood in block-long lines.

We rushed along (me in a jeep) 
to a hospital where returned sol- 
diers were being treated. When I 
think of our fine big white hos- 
pitals, I shudder as I remember 
the cold open barracks, the dirty 
linens, the wooden floors. But I 
cannot forget the rapt expressions 
on the patients’ faces. Everyone 
who could move was sitting cross- 
legged, with hands folded in a 
buddha-like attitude, clad in white 
robes, eyes straight ahead, waiting 
for their god to give them blessing. 


The emperor would pause at a 


bed, ask the soldier’s name, say 
“Ah so,” a few more words, and 
pass on. But in the wards of 
that crude hospital, there was 
reverence and respect, You 
couldn’t deny its presence. 


We drove to a silk factory some

A pound of uranium as at present 
used is equivalent to a ton of 
coal, while a pound of denatured 
plutonium is equivalent to 1000 
tons of coal, said Compton, pre 
dicting that eventually uranium 
could be made as efficient a fuel 
as plutonium. 

“While,” he added, “the ADA 
would have the cheaper fuel, 
uranium, private enterprise would 
have the use of the more efficient 
concentrated fuel, plutonium. 
Prominent among the advantages 
of atomic power are the extraor- 
dinarily low rate of fuel consump- 
tion and consequent low cost of 
fuel, the wide flexibility and easy 
control pf the rate at which power 
is developed, and the complete ab- 
sence at the power plant of smoke 
or noxious fumes. 

“With the prewar price of ura- 
nium oxide (the raw material) at 
roughly $3 per pound and of coal 
at $3 per ton (at the mine), use 
of uranium as fuel would be eco- 
nomical if only one part in 1000 
of its available energy is used. 
Actually we should expect the 
first plants built for producing 
atomic power to be considerably 
more efficient than this in their 
use of the fission energy, which 
would mean a substantial cost ad- 
vantage in favor of uranium, One 
must consfder also, however, the 
need to purify and fabricate the 
uranium into the desired form. 
Attempting to consider all such 
factors, it appears that the fuel 
cost of the atomic power plant of 
the future will nevertheless be 
smal]] as compared with the corre- 
sponding fuel cost of a coal-burn- 
ing plant, 

Uranium Instead of Coal. 

“Within 10 years it is not. un- 
likely that the power companies 
designing new-plants for city serv- 
ice will be considering favorably 
the use of uranium instead of coal 
for purely economic reasons. This 
of course does not mean that 
atomic power will put coal out of 
business. Each will have its own 
field. 


“From the point of view of the 
national economy the introduction 
of such a new source of power is 
a clear gain. If it will lessen the 
cost of heat and power to our 
cities, it will be a stimulus to 
every industry. If it reduces the 
pall of winter smoke, it will be 
a boon to us all. If it gives cheap 
power where industry and agricul- 
ture need it but cannot now get it, 
it will extend our economic fron- 
tiers. These are possibilities that 
lie immediately before us.” 


Thomas, who has general super- 
vision of Clinton Laboratories at 
the Army’s Clinton Engineer 
Works, Oak Ridge, Tenn., which 
is now actively engaged on peace- 
time applications of atomic en- 
ergy, cited a variety of practical 
possibilities of great usefulness. 

“Developments for peacetime 
uses of atomic energy were cur- 
tailed by ee. he said, “and 
will not come ir anything like a 
year, for they will take a lot of 
time. 


“The isotopes (variants of ura- 
nium) which have been developed 
are just tools. When utilized, they 
will be very beneficial tn expand- 
ing our knowledge in medicine, 
biology and industry. 


“By way of illustration, it is well 
known that the thyroid gland has 
an important part in control of 
body metabolism (life processes). 
All the iodine taken into the sys- 
tem is stored in the thyroid gland. 
The speed of assimilation of the 
iodine is an indication of the state 
of metabolism. If some radioac- 
tive iodine is given a patient with 
thyroid trouble and a counter of 
a cOmmon variety placed at the 
patient’s throat, this material will 
tick on the counter, giving the 
physician a better tool to study 
the assimilation. Hence atomic 
energy offers a great tool to in- 
crease our knowledge of body 
chemistry and will be of great ad- 
vantage to man’s health and hap- 
piness.” 

The commonest type of “coun- 
ter,” to which both Thomas and

“I have heard biologists become 
exceedingly cnthusiastic about the 
possibilities of atomic energy in 
the health field.

If we 
have additional iniportant sources 
of information, it is quite hopeful 
that one may learn more about 
the manner in which cells grow 
and divide, and about abnormal 
growth, leading perhaps to a cure 
for cancer. 

“Through the use of radioactive 
materials we can send tagged 
atoms directly into the body cells. 
The simplest illustration might be 
radioactive carbon, made a part 
of sugar without even causing a 
difference in taste. 

“There has been considerable 
work done along this line already, 
but under the handicap of Hmited 
amounts available. In St. Louis, 
the Washington University cyclo- 
tron is the most abundant source 
of these radioactive materials now, 
Most of the common elements can 
be put into suitable form as radio- 
active material. The use of atomic 
energy for chemical reactions and 
scientific experiments on a new 
scale would open a new ch r 
in possibilities that are bound to 
be important.” 

More Efficient Than Cyclotron, 

Nuclear fission has been found 
vastly more efficient and econom- 
ical than the cyclotron in 
duction of radioactive 
Compton said there would be some 
advantages in ease of treatment of 
certain tumors with the new ma- 
terials, in contrast with the use 
of radium, although no difference 
in effect was anticipated.

PLAN AWARDED 


$4,688,000 Dam Contract 
Is First Big Step in 
Carrying Out Pick- 
Sloan Program.

WASHINGTON, April 13—The 
first major step by the Bureau 
of Reclamation in carrying out 
the Pick-Sloan plan for develop- 
ment of the Missouri River Valley 
was taken this week with award 
of a $4,688,000 contract for con- 
struction of the Kortes dam on 
the North Platte river in Wy- 
oming. 

Authorization for the contract 
award came from Secretary of 
the Interior J. A. Krug, in whose 
department the Bureau of Recla- 
mation functions. 

Although the contract was de- 
scribed in the department’s an- 
nouncement as “the go ahead sig- 
nal” to the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion for its program for develop- 
ment of the valley, inquiry by the 
Post-Dispatch brought from Krug’s 
office the statement that this was 
not to be construed as committing 
him to the Pick-Sloan plan as 
opposed to the Missouri Valley 
Authority idea for development 
of the valley’s resources. 

No Commitment on Views. 

“We are. simply proceeding 
under the legislation that has been 
enacted, and this is no commit- 
ment as to what may be Mr. 
Krug’s views on future legisla- 
tion,” his spokesman said, 

The Pick-Sloan plan is the pro- 
gram for valley development which 
compromised conflicting views of 
the Bureau of Reclamation, and 
the Army Engineers. A Dill to 
create a Missouri Valley Author- 
ity, modeled after the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, is pending in 
Congress, but has made slow 
progress, Krug formerly was in 
charge of TVA’s power division. 


| 


Kortes Dam Project. 

The Kortes dam, for power pro- 
duction only, is one of three proj- 
ects of the Reclamation Bureau 
under the Pick-Sloan plan for 
which Congress has appropriated 
funds, Others are the Angostura 
dam, for irrigation, on the Chey- 
enne river near Hot Springs, 
South Dakota, and the multi- 
purpose Boysen dam on the Big 
Horn river near Thermopolis, 
Wyoming. 

Situated two miles downstream 
from the Seminoe dam, completed 
by the Bureau of Reclamation in 
1938, the Kortes dam will have a 
generating capacity of 36,000 kilo- 
watts. Power operations of the 
two dams will be co-ordinated so 
that the firm output of the two 
will be 120 per cent larger than 
Seminoe’s present generation. 

Energy generated at the Kortes 
dam will be used to relieve a 
threatened power shortage in the 
area and for development of. its 
coal, oil, and mineral resources. 

The contract for generators and 
other electrical equipment will be 
awarded later.

His Fat-Man's Heart Finally Gave | 
Out, But Not Before Gallant Baker | 
Had Won the Battle of the Bread 


HIS is, in a way, a story 
T of the war, though in it 
not a shot is fired, not a 
position is stormed; it deals 
instead with bread, commonly 
known as the “staff of life,” 
the preparation and baking of 
which is one of the oldest and 
most honored professions of 
mankind. As to the hero and 
his heroism, he is as yet not 
wholly convinced, since it was 
his business as well as his 
inheritance to produce bread, 
as his father, his father’s 
father and their ancestors be- 
fore them had done through- 
out their simple useful lives. 
They had all baked and sold 
an honest loaf and none of 
them asked for any other 
epitaph. 
George Hobbs was born 50 
ears or so ago in Pudding 
ne, near Eastcheap in Lon- 
don. He was brought up 
Church of England, -believed 
in God, the divinity of Jesus 
Christ and the British Empire. 
When as a boy he attended 
services in the gray stone 
church of St. Mary’s, and re- 
peated the Lord’s Prayer, the 
line, “Give us this day our 
daily bread” had a special 
meaning and implication for 
him, for as far back as their 
lineage could be traced, the 
Hobbses had always been as- 
sistants ta the Lord in this 
particular \matter. It was 
foreordaine that George 
should becomé a baker, and 
when his father died, he in- 
herited the bakery—the mix- 
ers and molders and sifters 
and ovens—and carried on the 
traditions of the family with 
regard to the honest loaf.

Hobbs served his time in the 
Royal Navy in the first World 
War. When World War II 
broke out and his two sons 
went into service, he began 


to brood because he wished to 
return to the service of his 
country. He was refused in 
his attempts to “join up,” not 
zo much for his age as for 
his obesity. Weighing 240 
pounds, as round as the molds 
of dough he used to set in his 
baking tins, as ruddy as the 
cherries with which he used 
to garnish his cakes in the 
old days, Hobbs was the epit- 
ome of the jolly baker, but a 
poor risk in war. 


But there were other ways 
in which a determined man 
eould serve, and Hobbs soon 
found one. Leaving the oper- 
ation of the old bake-shop 
near Pudding Lane to the 
womenfolk and an apprentice, 
he signed articles as a baker 
on the Queen Mary, one of 
Great Britain's two giant “Q” 
boats. Where there was trou- 
ble or threat of impending 
disaster, where men and arms 
were needed urgently, there 
the “Q” boats rushed, carry- 
ing, jammed above and below 
decks, as much as a full divi- 
sion sometimes, between 13> 
000 and 14,000 men. 
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Khe slept them, washed 
them, watered them, fed 
them, and not the least of 
this feeding was the bread ra- 
tion. Nine bakers under a 
chief baker toiled morning, 
noon and night to turn out 
the daily quota of 4000 four- 
pound loaves of warm, 
browned, crusty bread to fill 
the bellies of the fighting 
men. And one of these bak- 
ers was stout George Hobbs. 


There came a summer's day 
when the sealed orders of the 
Mary, crammed to the fun- 
‘nels with Empire troops, 
turned her bows eastward to 
meet a crisis in Australia. 
There was no time for the 
jong haul around Africa. She 
was going to sail straight 
down the hypotenuse of the 
triangle and get there fustest 
with the mostest men. Deep 
in her innards labored the 
butchers, cutting up the meat, 
the cooks preparing the 
meals, and the bakers at their 
endless task of turning out 
the bread. 


It was hot past Tunis and 
Malta, hotter where the winds 
blew from Cyrenaica, and hell 
at Port Said, but that was 
nothing compared to what 
was to come. The chief bak- 
er had been ill at Gibraltar 
and he went to the hospital 
before they had rounded Cape 
Bon; another slipped on a 
slippery iron stairs and broke 
his ankle, and a third came

down with appendicitis—all 
before Egypt was in sight. 
The remaining six doubled 
their shifts, slept shorter 
hours and continued to turn 
out their 4000 loaves a day. 
The ship eased through the 
Suez Canal with the tempera- 
ture standing at 100 degrees, 
and in the bakeshop it was 
120 in spite of the blowers and 
ventilators, for there was 
nothing but the super-heated 
sun-drenched air to pipe be- 
Jow decks, and the giant bake 
ovens waiting to receive their 
freight of molded dough were 
standing to 450 degrees F.

One by one the bakers sick- 
ened and collapsed under the 
heat and the strain, until by 
the time they entered the livid 
furnace of the Red Sea, only 
two were left besides George 
Hobbs. By rights, Hobbs 
should have been the first to 
go, for he was fat and asth- 
matic and when he moved 
from sifter and blender to the 
copper dough-mixing tanks, to 
the molders and cutters and 
thence to the searing ovens, 
he was carrying the weight of 
two men with him, But he 
was still there, heaving, 
groaning, sweating, wet and 
red-faced, driving himself and 
the others to the fantastic 
task of getting out the ra- 
tions. 

For he was buoyed up by 
something more than physical 
strength and flesh-and-blood 
tissue. There was in him a 
spiritual awareness of the 
meaning of bread and its 
function in the survival of 
man. It was to him, handed 
down in precept through the 
ages of England, truly the 


staff of life—“Blessed are ye 
that hunger now; for ye shall 
be filled.” 

The khamsin that blew off 
Egypt was nothing to the 
parching heat off Hejaz, or 
the reeking, scorching winds 
that blew out of the Nubian 
Desert. * It was 115 degrees 
on deck and the men, stripped 
to their shorts, lay like logs. 
The men in the engine room 
had to be spelled every hour, 
and in the bake shop, the 
temperature rose to 140 de- 
grees and stayed there. And 
with it stayed Hobbs, fight- 
ing horribly for air and to get 
out his 4000 loaves. 


The two remaining bakers 
had collapsed and he was 
alone when the chief steward 
and the doctor fought their 
way ih through the choking 
atmosphere and found him 
moving heavily, his half- 
naked body glistening and 
flabby under the. electric 
lights, conducting his own 
quiet, desperate battle for 
bread. The doctor said, “Man, 
you must come out of here, 
or at least rest. You'll never 
stand it.” Hobbs turned his 
small, bloodshot eyes on him 
and wheezed, “I’m all right, 
sir. What’s a bit of ‘eat?” 

The chief steward § said, 
“Come, come, Hobbs, there's 
no use killing yourself... The 
men will have to get aklong 
without bread for a couple of 
days until the worst is over.” 
George’s eyes grew larger and 
he paused to dash the sweat 
out of them. “Get along 
without bread! Not likely, 
sir. Not while I’m ‘ere to 
byke it for ’em.”

They sent him some Indian 
troops, used to the burning 
plains of Rajputana, to do 
K.P., and occasionally one or 
two of the stricken bakers 
would recover sufficiently to 
stand a short trick in the 
bakery, but night and day, 
through the stifling, boiling 
heat, it was the elephantine 
figure of Hobbs that moved 
interminably from sifter to 
mixer to weigher, to the 
gleaming chrome and enamel 
dividing machines, and thence 
to the horror of the ovens 
whence emerged .in a seem- 
ingly endless stream the 
brown-backed, white bellied, 
pungent, solid loaves of bread, 
honest weight. 


The burning, enveloping heat 
seared his eyeballs, rasped 
his lungs and lay like a flam- 
ing poisonous plaster upon 
his skin. When he moved he 
felt as though he were push- 
ing against burning bonds 
and the pounding of his heart 
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sounded louder to him than 
the thunder of the Mary’s en- 
gines beneath his feet. Water 
and salt tablets gave him no 
relief. He felt that it was no 
longer sweat pouring from 
his skin, but marrow oozing 
from his parched bones. The 
skin of his face felt like a 
heavy mask, and the fingers 
of his hands seemed thick 
and swollen as though they 
must burst from the pressure 
within. 


He became an automaton 
in Hell, dragging himself 
through the habitual opera- 
tions in a timeless, burning 
void.

The town has begun to sprawl 
haphazardly beyond the limits of 
its original area of 12 square 
miles and so far as any available 
statistics show, is growing faster 
than any community of its status 
in the United States. The divorce 
business didn’t make this possible 
and there’g no money in two-day 
marriages. Gambling doesn’t ac- 
count for it, inasmuch as the 
casinos are strictly a season at- 
traction for visiting firemen. 

Not even the enthusiasts of the 
Chamber of Commerce can ex- 
Plain adequately what has come 
over the town except to mention 
that it ig in the middle of a great 
scienic and recreation area and 
a nice place to live in.

The Wind Is Again Stirring the Topsoil of the Great Plains as Farmers Ignore the Bitter Lessons of the Past

HIS has been a dry year on 
T x Great Plains. The wind is 
stirring the topsoil again, 
whipping it forward in a gritty 
fog that burns the grain fields 
and tears the wheat loose at its 
roots. Tiny particles of earth sting 
the face and smart the eyes—and 
cover the living room floor. Plains 
farmers once more are casting 
nervous glances at the sky. An- 
other Dust Bowl is in the making. 

In other times it has not meant 
much to the rest of America when 
the Plains were choking. There 
was always plenty of food on the 
grocery shelves. Now the situation 
is differen® Three quarters of the 
world is hungry and looking to 
America for wheat. A crop failure 
on. the Plains—the “breadbasket 
of America”—would be a world 
calamity, 

A dry season, the everlasting 
menace of the Plains, will touch 
off disaster. All the other elements 
of trouble are there. Throughout 
western Kansas, the Colorado and 
New Mexico plains and the Okla- 


homa and Texas Panhandles—the — 


old Dust Bowl—everybody is mak- 
ing money. In their greed, farmers 
and landowners are repeating old 
mistakes, forgetting hard-learned 
lessons. The weather on the plains 
swings from one extreme to the 
other. And weather writes history 
out there. The story swings from 
lush grass and bumper crops to 
withering drouths and dismal fail- 
ures; from quick-won fortunes to 
bleak destitution. 

Bad weather on the Plains is 
nothing new. Indian scouts and 
cattle drovers three quarters of a 
century ago described blinding 
sandstorms whipped out of’ the 
buffalo wallows and the stream 
beds. The infrequent rains almost 
always fall in torrents, sending 
great freshets roaring down the 
wide and normally dry rivers. 
Only the grass—tough, closely 
woven buffalo grass—held- the 
Plains down. Once this surface 
was injured or broken the land 
was bound to blow or wash away. 

Except for the farms of two 
remarkable Indian cultures which 
developed agriculture, and irriga- 
tion two centuries before Colum- 
bus, the Great Plains—half a mil- 
lion square miles of grass, in 
places “belly deep to a cow’—lay 
practically untouched until the 
middle 1880s, But no sooner had 
the fierce Plains Indians been sub- 
dued than a flood of cattle poured 
in. Every man who touched a 
longhorn steer, it seemed, made 
money. None thought of the grass, 
even when it was cropped as close 
as a living-room rug. There were 
warnings—short, severe drouths 
in '83 and ’85—but money poured 
in so fast that no one gave heed. 
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HEN came Dec. 31, 1885. The 

day began clear and warm as 

every day since October had 
begun. The sky was deep blue 
and cloudless. In midmorning 
clouds began to form; by 11 
o’clock the sky was solidly over- 
cast. At noon a light rain was 
falling. Then’all at once, early 
in the afternoon, the bottom 
dropped out of the thermometer. 
The wind growled and roared. 
Rain changed to snow. By night- 
fall the mercury had fallen be- 
low zero. Next morning all of 
Kansas and the Plains of Colo- 
rado, No Man’s Land in Oklahoma 
and the northern fringe of Texas 
were frozen solid, The wind grew 
stronger and the temperature 
dropped to 20 below. 

Several trainloads of eastbound 
cattle on the Santa Fe were rush- 
ed into Dodge City and unloaded 
into stockpens on the afternoon 
of January 1, 1886. Next morning 
nearly all the cattle were dead. 
A passenger train in western Kan- 
sis, stopped by a snowdrift on the 


= level prairie, froze to the tracks 


| and stayed there for days.

ness of all kinds was almost sus- 
pended and railroad communica- 
tion in all directions was cut off 
for days. Six panting, half-frozen 
horses drew a stagecoach into 
Camp Supply, a military outpost 
in the Indian Territory; the driver 
was dead in his seat. 

A northwestern Kansas home- 
steader and his team of horses 
froze to death within 50 feet of 
his dugout. Two girls left their 
sick mother and started for help. 
They died on the prairie and their 
mother died in her bed. L. S. Ca- 
tor of Hansford County, Texas,

came upon a settler’s furniture- 
laden wagon; in it a man and 
woman and three children had 
frozen to death, and the team 
lay dead in the harness. 

Cattle turned their rumps to the 
wind and began drifting south- 
ward. So did the coyotes and 
wolves and. antelopes. Whole 
herds of cattle fell into ravines 
and perished. Thousands froze to 
death trying to cross the Ar- 
kansas and Cimarron’. Rivers. 
From the third day of the storm 
it became apparent that the 
Southern Plains would be almost 
swept bare of cattle, if not of 
men. A dispatch to a Topeka 
newspaper from Dodge City on 
January 11 said, “a gentleman 
from a ranch south of here re- 
ports cattle standing on their 
feet, frozen.” Eight days later a 
dispatch from Garden City re- 
ported “ten thousand cattle are 
dead between here and the White 
Woman River.” But still the 
wind roared on. Temperature 
dropped to 30 degrees below zero. 


Snowdrifts piled higher, and in 
towns conditions became as piti- 
ful as those on the prairie, Wood 
supplies exhausted, the people 
burned corn for fuel. When the 
storm finally wore out, toward 
the end of January, scores of cow- 
boys, settlers, freighters and town- 
people were found dead. Dead 
birds and wild animals littered 
the prairie, . 
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HE loss of livestock was ap- 

palling. One outfit lost every 

one of 2500 cattle purchased 
a few weeks before the storm. 
Of one herd of 5500, only 500 
survived. A southwestern Kan- 
sas rancher refused an offer of 
$25,000 for his herd a few days 
before the storm; he sold the 
remnants for $500. Half of all 
the cattle in southeastern Col- 
orado perished. Cowmen swore 
they could walk along the drift 
fence from Ellsworth, Kan., to 
Denver—400 miles—without once 
stepping off the swelling carcasses 
of dead cows. 

The cattle industry was bank- 
rupt. The few settlers lost heart 
and left. But before the cowboys 
had finished skinning the cattle, 


.new homesteaders arrived. And 


they kept coming—for 30 years. 
A severe five-year drouth in the 
’90s turned some back, but these 
were quickly replaced, Tales of 
riches easily won, offers of free 
government land, and smooth 
spiels of real-estate promoters 
brought optimists by.the thou- 
sands, 

Above-normal rainfall was re- 
corded year after year. The trac- 
tor and the combine made possible 
large-scale operations and, pre-

sumably, proportionately large 
profits. World War I sent the 
price ef wheat skyrocketing. After 
a short postwar slump, the whole 
nation went on a hilarious specu- 
lative spree — with the Plains 
wheat farmer in the vanguard. 
Tractors ran night and day, tear- 
ing open the sod. By 1930 the 
rape of the Southern Plidins was 
almost complete. Wheat acreage 
was more than seven times what 
it had been 20 years. earlier. 
Though nearly 4,000,000 acres had 
been plowed up, the cattle popu- 
lation was heavier than it had 
been any time since 1900. When 
the drouth closed in, in 1933, 
nothing—neither man nor land— 
was prepared. 

Every section of the Plains had 
known recurring drouth. Farm- 
ers were accustomed to aban- 
doning some of their wheat 
almost every year. They had 
known dust. It blew every spring, 
even when crops were good, and 
so they did not take the drouth 
of 1933 seriously. They had big- 
ger worries: 1932 had been a 
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cowman thought it looked, rather, 
like “a big headrise comin’ down 
the Canadian River after a heavy 
rain.” Thousands of excited, 
quacking geese and ducks fled be- 
fore it. Its rolling motion was 
deceptively swift; whole towns 
were engulfed before people could 
get in out of their yards and shut 
the doors. 

As it approached, there was a 
rush of wind. Then darkness— 
total, utter darkness—as it struck. 
The darkness was dust. As the 
front of the storm roared on, the 
people became aware of an awful, 
oppressing silence. They were 
frightened. More than one, feel- 
ing a sudden impulse, fell to his 
knees and prayed. Dust sifted 
into the houses, through the cracks 
around doors and windows—so 
thick even in well-built homes 
that a man couldn’t see another 
across the room. The air was 
charged with electricity. Sparks 
flew between pieces of metal, and 
men got a shock when they 
touched the plumbing. It hurt to 
breathe, but a damp cloth held

bumper crop year and every bin 
on the Plains was bulging with 
unsold wheat. A man _ couldn't 
make expenses at 25 cents a 
bushel; maybe a short crop would 
help prices. 


They planted their seed in the 
dust during the fall of 1933, sat 
back and waited. The winter 
passed with practically no snow. 
Wheat was thin and stunted, the 
topsoil like powder, February and 
March 1934 brought’ stronger 
winds and more dust and Plains 
farmers began to suspect this 
was no ordinary drouth. They 
Jearned for sure on the 14th day 
of April. 
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day. as long as they lived. It 

seemed every field in western 
Kansas began to move. The Plains 
are like a great wind tunnel, 
and air currents rushing down 
from the north whipped up the 
topsoil and sent it skimming along 
in a fine cloud—to choke and cut 
and beat at every living thing. 
For a while the dust hugged the 
surface; it whipped from one 
field into another, cutting away 
at the topsoil, and soon that too 
was moving. As the storm in- 
creased, the dust rose higher. Vis- 
ibility shrunk from miles to yards, 
A strange bluish-green light — 
like the tip of a welder’s torch 
-—played round about automobiles 
on the roads. 


Toward noon in Kansas the 
wind seemed suddenly to roll, 
picking up great chunks of earth 
and humus, throwing them into 
the air. Soon a great, tumbling 
cloud of dust—ebony black at its 
base and muddy tan toward the 
top — was rolling southward to- 
ward Texas, 

The cloud extended from west 
to east in' a straight line, from 
horizon to horizon. Some, watch- 
ing it come, thought it looked like 
a giant tumbleweed rolling and 
bouncing before the wind; one old 


T ay: would never forget that 


over mouth and nose helped for a 
while. 

Food on tables freshly set for 
dinner was ruined. Milk turned 
black, Beds, rugs, furniture, 
clothes in the closets and food in 
the refrigerator were covered with 
a film of dust. Its acrid odor 
came up out of pillows for days 
afterward. 

After about 40 minutes the 
blackest part of the storm passed 
and street lights could be seen 50 
yards away. But darkness held 
on for another three hours. Aft- 
erward farmers walked over the 
fields, stepping around the dead

jackrabbits and birds, surveyed 
their burned-out and blown-out 
crops, and cursed, 


April drifted into May and the 
sun bore down—100 degrees in the 
shade, day after day. And the 
wind kept blowing. Dust shifted 
back and forth across the fields, 
burning the wheat, piling up in 
drifts along the fence rows and in 
hummocks where the Russian 
thistle caught and held. 


On the morning of May 10 the 
whole countryside seemed _ to 
churn up at once. Instead of 
tumbling black clouds, this time 
a light-brown pall rose from a 
1000 to 15,000 feet and obscured 
the sun from the Dakotas down 
beyond the rim of the plains of 
Texas. Automobiles “shorted out” 
on the roads. Here and there a 
blinded motorist missed a curve 
or crashed into the back of a 
truck and was killed. Reports 
from widely scattered areas of the 
plains told of fields stripped to 
the “hardpan”—as deep as they 
had been plowed. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture estimated 50,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat were de- 
stroyed. 

This time the wind was from 
the west. It carried clouds of dust 
eastward at 60 miles an hour, en- 
veloping Chicago and the Ohio 
Valley by nightfall. Airplane 
service between Chicago and St. 
Paul was disrupted. Experts in 
Chicago estimated 12,000,000 tons 
of plains soil had been dumped on 
the city—four tons for every man, 
woman and child. By the next 
day a pall of dust hovered over 
the eastern seaboard. 
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T shut out the sun for five hours 
[:: New York and Washington. 

Several towns in central Penn- 
sylvania were enveloped in dark- 
ness. A man near Asbury Park, 
N. J., had just finished painting 
his white house; when the storm 
passed he had to repaint the north 
and west sides. Ships 300 miles 
out in the Atlantic reported dust 
settling on their decks the next 
day. 

For the first time the whole na- 
tion was alarmed. Congress was 
galvanized into action. Quickly 
it voted emergency relief funds 
and money to pay for gasoline and 
oil, to run tractors throwing up 
lister furrows across blowing 
fields. 

Though farmers worked night 
and day and tried everything new 
suggested by crackpot or scholar 


to stop their fields from moving, ' 


the dust storms continued all 
through 1934, 1935 and into 1936. 
Scientists found that a “brown 
snow” which fell in the Wells river 
section of Vermont in February 
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“WHAT DO YOU MEAN HIDING? I LIVE HERE!" 
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1936 had deposited 1080 tons of 
lime on the rocky hillsides. Plains 
land was so bare that crows had to 
use scraps of barbed wire to build 
a nest in Dallam County, Texas. 
Thousands of farmers fled the 
Dust Bowl but many more stayed 
on because they had nowhere to 
go. By the summer of 1936 a ma- 
jority were on some kind of fed- 
eral relief. 


President Roosevelt appointed a 
committee of experts to study the 
Plains and to recommend what 
could be done. It was a sad pic- 
ture, but the committee told the 
President there still was hope. 


Plains farmers had to enlarge 
their operating units to reduce 
dependence on a single “cash 
crop,” the committee said; they 
needed more flexible cropping 
plans to make possible adaptation 
of plantings to the amount of 
moisture in the soil; there had to 
be widespread application of water 
conservation measures. Wherever 
possible the Government should 
purchase marginal lands to cone 
trol them against future misuse. 
The farm credit system needed re- 
vamping. The Plains could be 
saved. 
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HE farmers rose to their re- 
T sponsibiity. They saw good 

sense in some of the new- 
fangled ideas. They built thousands 
of miles of terraces across farms 
and pasture lands, too— even 
though it “put many a man on 
horseback,” because he no longer 
could ride his range in an auto- 
mobile. Plowing was done on the 
contour, to hold precious rain 
where it fell, and “one way” disc- 
ing was abandoned in favor of 
deep listing. Ranchers built small. 
dams by the thousands to catch 
rainfall for livestock watering. 


The United States Forest Serv- 
ice planted 227,000,000 trees in a 
“shelter-belt” along the eastern 
fringe of the plains, from North 
Dakota to Texas. The Soil Con- 
servation Service planted another 
56,000,000 around farms in the 
heart of the Dust Bowl. Much 
maligned as “some professor's 
dream” at first, the shelter-belt 
scheme proved remarkably suc- 
cessful in limiting the effects of 
wind erosion—particularly when 
the trees bordered fields subject 
to blowing. 


Good crops of grain sorghums 
were raised in some parts of the 
Dust Bowl in 1937, even though 
the drought was worse than it 
had been in 1934. But nature 
sought full vengeance. Grasshop- 
pers marched across the Southern 
Plains, covering the ground like 
a blanket, and devoured wheat 
and grass and weeds—everything 
green. The National Guard was 
called out in Texas to spread 
grasshopper poison, A heavy 
freeze killed many grasshopper 
eggs that winter, and then the 
rains came back. Lakes were 
filled, streams ran bank to bank 
and in 1938 the Amarillo (Tex.) 
News proudlv hailed “The Mud 
Bowl.” The Plains’ comeback was 
quick. 


A world went to war, and de 
mand for farm products mounted. 
More and more, and still more, of 
everything was needed—beef and 
wheat especially. Ranchers in- 
creased their herds; farmers 
bought more wheat for seed. Be- 
tween 1940 and 1945 wheat plant- 
ings in Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas 
and Colorado increased approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 acres—nearly 20 
per cent. 


Moisture remained above nor- 
mal and again the Plains pros- 
-pered. Wheat futures at Chicago 
rose to $1.80 a bushel and more. 
Absentee landlords and farmers 
alike fell victims of their old folk 
lies. 


Thousands of “retired” acres‘ 
were returned to wheat; summer 
fallowing, contour farming and 
other precautions learned in. the 
bitter years of the great drouth 
were neglected. Plows once more 
tore into the sod. H. H. Finnell, 
Soil Conservation Service research 
specialist in the Southern Plains, 
estimated that 4,000,000 acres—in- 
cluding sod and “land on which 
cultivation was abandoned one 
or more times”—have been plowed 
up, and the end is not in sight. 
While conservationists in Baca 
county, Colorado, were reseed- 
ing 5000 acres of badly eroded 
former wheat land to grass in 
1945, farmers broke out 10,000 to 
12,000 acres of “good new sod” in 
the northwestern part of the coun- 
ty. Once more pastures are heav- 
ily overstocked with cattle.

HE whole speculative pattern 

which has plagued the Southern 

Plains since the 1880s is repeat- 
ing itself. A good-sized land boom 
already is under way again. With 
world demand for wheat at an 
all-time high and money cheap 
for borrowers, there is no telling 
where this trend will end. 


Nature gave warning this spring. 
Subsoil moisture was critically low 
throughout the southern plains. 
The S.C.S. reported that 4,495,000 
acres were “in condition to blow” 
3,425,000 of them in Kansas, Okla- 
homa, Texas and New Mexico. 


Dust once more filled the afr, 
turning the sunlight smoky, chok- 
ing those who were forced to re- 
main outdoors. Once more house- 
wives were cleaning their houses 
three times a day and still finding 
dust tracks on the floor. Once 
more a bad dust storm in western 
Kansas made front-page news in 
the eastern papers. Was this a 
foretaste’ of worse to come? The 
S.C.S. feared it was. And the 
plains are still sick; soils that 
blew in the '30s will blow “sooner 
and worse” next time. 


“Sooner or later,” warned the 
8.C.S., “all sections of the plains 
will have another long and severe 
drouth.” 

Once more the plains are ripe 
for the kill.

and that means we are busy. 

The bush beans go in double 
rows between the kale, ,beets, po- 
tatoes; tomatoes, between every- 
thing but the corn and sweet po- 
tatoes in our garden. This is our 
first year of going “whole-hog” on 
bean “companion cropping.” Let 
me tell you the why of the plan 
and you will probably want to fol- 
low it also. 

Two, years ago we had some 
left-over tomato plants. By chance 
I set them between rows of beans 
that were just coming into the 
flowering stage. I figured the 
beans would be through producing 
when the tomato plants grew to 
need all the space. Anyhow, I 
couldn’t toss away those plants I 
had spent so many hours on. The 
results pointed to much more than 
a reward for a kind deed, or even 
space efficiency. Those tomato 
plants looked particularly happy, 
hurried into bloom and produced 
more than their relatives in the 
other parts of the garden. 

Tomatoes between the bean rows 
and tomatoes all to themselves 
last season proved that those good 
results were more than lucky 
coincidence. Then another chance 
led to the plan for this season. 
Rains washed away our early po- 
tato planting dates last year. When 
the soil was finally workable, the 
spuds were sprouting in the ga- 
rage and the beans were also 
clamoring to catch up with their 
planting dates. 

Right next to the potato plot 
came the bean rows. Then we dis- 
covered a few more seed potatoes 
that had rolled under a basket. 
We planted them and continued 
again with the beans. Results? 
Almost again as many well-shaped 
spuds from the rows alongside 
and between the beans!

ficiencies. Other works by Bach, 


Handel and Mendelssohn make up 


the six selections in the album. 
The orchestral accompaniment is 
directed by Sylvan Levin, 
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interplantings. Figure on double 
rows of beans, spaced about nine 
inches apart. Open both furrows 
a good two inches deep. You can 
easily lean over and drop the seeds 


in both rows. They should be four 
or five inches apart and on a “V” 
plan, not opposite, in the double 
rows so the plants can enjoy the 
extra room in the same amount 
of space. 

Down and back again with the 
hoe to pull a scant inch of soil 
over the seeds; down and back 
again to firm the soil with the 
flat of the hoe—and the double 
bean row is all set to go. I am 
taking it for granted that you 
inoculated the bean seeds. Sci- 
ence and the laboratories have 
made it easy for us to be sure 
our legumes are supplied with the 
right bacteria for that astounding 
job of taking nitrogen from the 
air and storing it on the roots. 
The “why” of this whole plan is 
that the legumes will leave the 
soil richer in nitrates than they 
found it.

In bean varieties, Tendergreen 
and Plentiful are my standbys. 
Each season, I have tried at least 
three or four varieties. Those 
two always offered the _ easiest, 
best and biggest pickings. Top 
honors changed according to the 
weather, but both are certainly 
reliable. The new “Tenderpod” is 
the dark horse that the experts 
suggest may tie for first place 
this season. I am certainly going 
to try Tenderpod. ‘The pods have 
the rounded: shape and rich dark 
color of Tendergreen and a slight 
edge on hardiness, according to 
reports of growers in this locality 
who tried it last season. 

Seed row coverings are taken 
for granted now, whenever and 
whatever we plant. They were 
originally suggested by the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
for hot weather plantings, when 
the sun is apt to bake out the soil 
at the shallow planting levels, de- 
stroying the cool, moist condition 
that is essential to germination. 
In our locality, we have found 
the coverings have other good 
reasons in their favor for the 
early plantings. Hard rains that 
splash down with the force of 


miniature atomic bombs some- 
times wash away and often per- 


manently lay low delicate seed-| 


lings. And you know how our 
clay soil tends to form a brickish 
crust after a hard rain,

it down with a few clumps of| 
earth. Our last year tar paper | 
coverings are still in good shape | 


and will certainly last through this 
season and possibly next. Any- 
how, they have 
selves many. times over. 

You can use double thickness of 
newspaper for seed row coverings 
but it is hard to make it stay put 
against whirling winds. Also a 
downpour sometimes comes with 
force enough to tear right through 
the paper. Sometimes, for a small 
garden, strips of wood are prac- 
tical, If you have the patience to 
collect boxes from the corner 
grocery, you can salvage enough 
four or five inch wide pieces to 
go over your seed rows. 

The “must” of seed row cover- 
ing success is to get it off at the 
right time.

Merchandise is most- 
ly secondhand, but brings staggering prices in terms of currency 
because of inflation. Black markets thrive throughout Hungary.

Bread and sugar bring top prices; a loaf of bread is worth a 
gold ring. Almost any currency but Hungarian is accepted. 


LACK markets, violence and crime have grown out of the 
wrecked national economies of Hungary and Italy. Hun- 
gary’s economy has become geared in a large degree to 

illicit trade. With malnutrition, even starvation, already prev- 
alent, and essential goods almost non-existent, Hungarians get 
what they can, where they can. In Italy, observers report, the 
black market “has become the nation’s way of life.” 

Inflation is rampant in Hungary; national currency practi- 
cally worthless. The pengo—monetary unit—was officially rated 
at about five to an American dollar before the war; last week a 
dollar would buy 22,000,000 pengoes in Budapest. Conditions 
are reported as bad as in Germany after World War I, when 
marks for food purchases were carted in wheelbarrows. Black 
marketers reject the pengo, but use the American dollars—ille- 
gal in Hungary—and gold as basis of prices. Barter is general. 

Primarily an agricultural country, Hungary has been im- 
poverished by ravages of war, crop failures. It has been unable 
to resume production because of turbulent internal conditions, 
lack of machinery and livestock. 

Black markets reach into practically every phase of Italian 
life, have been cause of rioting, widespread organized crime. 
Two types are reported operating—one in Allied, the other in 
Italian goods. Illegal markets get their supplies chiefly through 
hijacking of trucks and trains, and robbing of warehouses. 
These crimes sometimes: involve both Allied personnel and 
Italians. ‘ 

Peasants withhold grain or fresh meat from legitimate trade, 
channel it through more profitable black matketers. With 
populace more interested in eating than in keeping laws, efforts 
at suppression have been futile, for sufficient food is available 
only on black market.
